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TO  THE 

READER, 

HHH  £  following  account  of  the 
cure  of  fevers,  being  deliver'd 
in  as  concife  a  manner  as  could  well 
be  contriv'd,  will  therefore  admit 
of  a  longer  preface  and  apology. 

Firft  then  give  me  leave  to  men¬ 
tion,  that  the  ficklinefs  of  the  pre- 
fent  feafon,  172.9,  and  alfo  of  the 
laft  three  years,  has  affected  me  as 
well  as  the  generality  of  mankind, 
and  has  been  the  principal  motive 
that  indue  d  me  to  commmiicate 
this  to  the  publick.  Nor  can  I 
think  laid  juftly  towards  the  Giver 
of  all  good,  or  my  fellow  creatures, 
while  I  keep  a  method  to  my f elf 
which ,  in  a  great  number  of  exam¬ 
ples,  provd  fo  fuccefsful,  that  I  did 
not  loje  above  five  patients  in  a  hun¬ 
dred  ;  and  in  the  management  of 
thofe  five  I  could  generally  recoi¬ 
led 
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left  fome  deviations  from  this  me¬ 
thod,  either  on  the  part  of  the  pa¬ 
tients,  or  the  prejcription.  I  /hall 
there f  ore  leave  others  to  think  of 
what  moment  it  is,  to  give  any  af- 
fiftance  in  fuch  a  diflemper ,  which 
by  computation  is  [upposd  to  de~ 
Jlroy  one  third  part  of  mankind  *. 

Here  is  very  little  contrivance 
to  pleafe  or  amufe  the  Reader  ;  it 
is  a  new  method  of  treating  fevers 
plainly  deliver'd ;  a  new  febrifuge 
freely  communicated,  with  fome 
obfervations  on  thofe  commonly 
us'd ;  and  a  few  hiltories  of  cafes 
to  conclude  the  whole.  Hnd  let  all 
be  ajfurd,  that  they  will  find  no¬ 
thing  here  advanc  d  by  conjecture 
or  opinion,  but  a  relation  of  real 
facts;  the  manner  how  fevers  have 
actually  been  very  fpeedily  taken 
off.  find  if  the  learned  can  be 
perfuaded  to  try  this  method,  if 
any  floould  not  fucceed  to  every 

point

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point  of  my  relation  the  firft  Time 
of  trial ,  it  ii/i ll  not  I  hope  diicou- 
rage.  The  variety  of  fy  nip  toms  in 
cafes  makes  it  extream  difficult  to 
acl  without  fome  error,  and  pati¬ 
ents  do  t/ut  ieldom  conform  ftnfT— 
ly  to  the  regimen  prefcrih'd ;  the 
manner  of  my  defcribing  it  alto 
may  bane  many  defecls :  hut ,  as  in 
my  own  hands  it  has  been  f0  fUC- 
cefsful,  it  is  not  improbable ,  but 
that  men  of  better  judgment  and 
Skdl,  may  yet  bring  this  method  to 
Jitch  perfection,  as  to  have  that 

final!  number  which  I  have  mifcar- 
ry  d  in. 


I  have  omitted  all  the  defcripth 
ons  caufes,  figns  and  prognofticks, 
with  a  vaft  deal  befides  which 
migiot  be  f aid  of  fevers,  which  au¬ 
thors  are  very  accurate  in,  and  are 
already  well  underftood  :  there¬ 
fore  tho/e,  who  are  difpleas’d  at 
my  being  fo  ffiort  in  that  refpe& 
may  accept  of  this  anfwer.  That  it 
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is  intended  only  for  men  of  art, 
7 vho  under  (land  medicines  and  di- 
ftempers,  and  general  hints  are 
fufficient  for  fuch.  Had  1  thought 
it  poflible  to  have  'written  Jo  as  to 
have  taught  the  ignorant,  how  to 
cure  fevers,  I  Jhould  have  rejoic’d 
the  more',  hut  as  that  cannot  he 
done  hy  the  molt  learned  hand  in 
lej's  than  a  large  volume,  I  offer 
this  in  fuch  a  manner  as  to  give 
others  the  leaft  trouble . 

It  is  reafona'ole  enough  to  expect, 
that  many  will  diflike  this  fhort 
method.  Its  novelty  is  argument 
fufficient  with  men  of  years,  who 
are  not  fo  ready  to  Jlep  into  a  new 
path.  Others  may  out  of  prejudice 
condemn  it,  without  putting  the 
merits  of  the  cafe  at  all  in  the 
fcale  :  and  the  difficulty  to  get  the 
tindtura  febrifuga and  bezoardicum 
minerale  genuine,  which  are  the 
capital  medicines  usd,  will  un¬ 
doubtedly  he  aljo  difcouragements 

to 
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to  fome,  who  other  ways  might  he 
willing  to  give  it  a  fair  trial.  And 
la  fly,  fome  may  he  difpleasd  at 
my  writing  a  treatife  of  phyfick, 
who  am  no  phyfician.  1  [ball leave 
all  to  ufe  their  own  pleafure ;  their 
different  thoughts  will  not  weigh 
near  fo  much  with  me,  as  the  hopes 
I  have  to  he  fomewhat  ferviceable 
to  the  health  and  fafety  of  man- 
hind. 

It's  very  certain,  that  the  world 
has  not  yet  known  any  real  febri¬ 
fuge  for  continuals,  which  deferves 
that  name,  one  thing  very  little 
more  than  another ;  for  the  turns 
in  fevers  are  fo  different,  that  they 
call  for  the  life  of  almqfl  every 
thing:  and  although  I  have  for¬ 
mer  ly  read  what  the  very  eminent 
Dr.  Sydenh  a  m,  and  fome  others, 
have  faid  for  this  cooling  method, 
and  feen  it  us’d  alfo  hy  a  few;  yet 
they  not  knowing  a  febrifuge  which 
would  make  the  uniyerfal  diluent, 

a  but 
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but  only  harmlefs  or  not  hurtful, 
durfl  not  be  free  enough  with  it,  to 
bring  a  fpeedv  crifis  by  damping 
Jlrongly ,  and  fave  their  patients 
from  thofe  dire  fymptoms,  which 
will  naturally  difmay  at  the  ap¬ 
proach  of  the  jour  teen  days.  They 
thought  it  a  great  matter  to  re¬ 
train  the  blood  with  acids,  to  let 
the  fourteen  days  crifis  come  with 
greater  calmnels  and  fafety;  and 
Jo  indeed  it  was :  but  here  is  a 
method  deliver'd  which  Jhews  the 
manner  of  bringing  it  on,  in  the 
generality  of  fevers,  in  Jo  many 
hours,  and  with  Jo  much  fafety, 
that  I  think  it  no  fallhood  to  term 
it  certain. 

I  am  not  wholly  unacquainted 
with  the  different  hypothefes,w^i«- 
t airid  by  feveral  of  the  moll  fa¬ 
mous  phyficians;  and  although  the 
v  prefent  pra&ice  of  phyfeck  J’eems , 
\in  different  perfons,  to  agree  with 
Ihfir  different  theories;  yet  I  could 

%■„  never 
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never  fee  any  patients  relieved  by 
the  hot  method  orderly  and  ratio¬ 
nally.  I  have  Jeen  them  creep  o  ut 
of  the  jaws  of  death,  as  it  were , 
more  like  people  rijen  from  the 
dead,  than  patients  cured  of  a  dif- 
temper ;  but  I  have  jeen  a  few 
relieved,  and  fomewhat  like  cured, 
of  fevers,  under  other  per  Jons 
hands,  by  the  cool  regimen.  j4nds 
had  now  the  prdcribers  known 
thofe  febrifuges,  I  am  going  to 
mention,  they  might  very  likely 
have  laved  ms  this  trouble  of  writ¬ 
ing  :  but  numberlefs  evils  have  / 
feen  attend  the  hot  regimen,  though 
managed  by  men  of  the  greatelb 
learniug  and  skill. 

Who  then  can  blame  me,  if,  up¬ 
on  fir  Jl  difcove ring  the  uncommon 
fervice  of  the  fabrifuge  tincture, 
which  is  tobe  hereafter  delcnb  d,  / 
was  a  little  elevated,  and  thought 
that  /  had  a  medicine  which  would 
cure  all  continual  fevers,  and  that 

a  %  in 
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in  a  few  hours?  but  farther  expe¬ 
rience  foew  d  me,  that  different  cir- 
cumftances  requir'd  divers  other 
affiftants.  And  when  I  had,  by 
feme  years  experience*  in  a  great 
number  of  cafes,  learnt  how  to  in¬ 
termix  other  medicines  to  fupply 
thole  defeats,  which  I  difcovered 
in  ufing  the  tin&ure,  I  found  this 
method  did  then  anfwer  all,  that  I 
could  expert  or  delire.  Our  febri¬ 
fuge  does  truly  feem  to  furniflo  the 
phyficians  with  what  the  famous 
Dr.  Pitcairn  propofes  as  a  grand 
delideratum  in  Phylick,  viz.  A 
medicine  that  fhall  quickly,  allay 
the  rarifa<5lion  of  the  blood,  and 
check  its  motion,  without  bring¬ 
ing  any  bad  fymptoms,  vid.  Elem. 
Med.  fub  initio  &  1.  a.  ch.  i.  §

If  what  is  now  to  be  advanc’d 
was  yet  no  more  certain,  than  the 
common  practice,  I  fliould however 
chufe  to  have  it  always  us  d  on  mv* 

felfj 
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felf,  as  indeed  once  I  had,  and  alfo 
twice  on  my  wife ;  once  when  in 
child-bed,  anno  1726",  and  again 
very  lately,  as  in  the  IXth  Cafe  is 
mentioned.  For  when  patients  are 
treated  thus,  befides  that  the  cure 
is  generally  fo  Ihort,  all  the  horrible 
fymptoms,  as  deliriums,  violent 
thirft,  purple  fpots,  convulfions, 
ftupor,  wretched  inquietude,  <dyc. 
are  aim  oft  wholly  kept  off:  and  if 
the  patient  does  die  he  goes  away 
like  a  human  creature,  with  a  to¬ 
lerable  degree  of  the  functions  of 
life;  whereas  the  mofl  general 
manner,  in  which  febrile  patients 
depart  this  life,  is  too  Ihocking  e- 
ven  to  be  mentioned. 

It f could  be  objerved,  that  if  the 
febrifuge  tindure  and  bezoar.  mi¬ 
ner.  are  not  made  in  the  beft  man¬ 
ner,  they  will  not  be  likely  to  an- 
fwer  the  character  /  have  given 
them:  the  tindure  f could be  made 
with  the  true  oleum  fulphuris  per 

campa- 
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campanam,  and  not  with  the  com¬ 
mon  ;  and  the  bezoar.  miner,  with 
the  Ample  fpirit  of  nitre,  made 
with  fullers  earth  and  nitre  only', 
if  it  is  made,  as  the  chymifts  ge¬ 
nerally  fell  it,  with  the  common 
fpiritus  nitri  corrofivus,  it  is  ano¬ 
ther  thing,  corrupted  with  a  choak- 
ing  martial  fulphur.  It  may  he  di- 
flinguifhed  with  a  curious  eye,  hy 
its  being  of  a  ruddy  white,  the 
true  of  a  fine  yellowilh  white. 

In  this  h d  edition  I  have  endea¬ 
voured  to  jupply  thofe  deficiencies 
in  the  former,  which  my  friends 
and  others,  have  dijcovered  to  me ; 
and  jome  few,  by  farther  experi¬ 
ence  and  recollection.

THE 

INTRODUCTION, 

WHEN  any  one  is  taken 

ill  of  a  fever,  it  gene¬ 
rally  begins  with  Cold- 
nels,  chillnels,  or  Ihivering,  a  pain 
in  the  back,  or  head,  or  limbs, 
fometimes  in  the  ftomach,  and 
Heart  itlelf,  and  then  the  whole 
nervous  fyltem  is  difordered :  after 

the 
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the  chillnefs,  which  fometimes,  is 
to  the  degree  of  lhaking,  a  heat 
beyond  the  natural  enfues,  a  lan¬ 
guor,  fuffocation  or  dejedtion  of 
fpirits,  anxiety,  laffitude,  with 
licknefs  and  wretching  between 
whiles,  faintings,  fighings  and 
fometimes  third:,  and  the  pulle 
more  frequent  than  ufual. 

As  fbme  or  all  thefe  complaints, 
fhew  themfelves  with  more  or  lefs 
rigour,  the  diflemper  may  be  ad¬ 
judged  to  be  more  or  lefs  dange¬ 
rous:  age  and-  conditutions,  and 
may  other  circumftances  being  put 
into  the  Scale. 

The  next  confideration  fliould 
be  the  manner,  how  thefe  fymp- 
toms  came  and  continue.  By  this 
we  may  gain  a  pretty  certain  judg¬ 
ment  whether  it  is  like  to  be  con- 
ftant  or  intermittent. 

If  in  the  firft  chillnefs  or  lhak¬ 
ing,  the  licknefs,  wretching,  and 
pain  at  the  Itomach,  were  particu¬ 
larly 
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ly  bad,  and  the  other  fymptoms 
mentioned  come  on  with  a  con- 
fiderable  heat  and  third:,  and  after 
a  few  hours,  that  heat  and  third:  a- 
bating,  a  fvveat  fucceeds,and  in  that 
fweat,  the  heat  and  all  the  other 
complaints  go  off,  and  the  patient 
lee  ms  to  be  freed  of  his  diltem- 
per.  This  is  the  general  courfe 
of  the  intermitting  fort,  and  will 
be  likely  to  return  in  1 4  or  48 
hours  from  the  firft  invadon.  Af¬ 
ter  the  fit  is  over,  the  urine  is 
generally  high-coloured,  and  de- 
pofites  a  lateritious  fedement. 

But  if  from  the  firft  chillnefs, 
the  former  fymptoms,  advancing 
with  eat,  that  don't  continue  lon£ 
but  rigour  and  fifty  ering  return’ 
and  the  other  afflictions  don’t  a- 
bate,  but  may  be  increafe ;  and 
thus  heat  and  chillnefs  interchange 
leveral  times  in  24  hours,  with¬ 
out  any  fweat;  and  the  d  borders 
of  the  ftomach  oare  a  moderate 

B  proper- 
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proportion  with  the  other  fymp- 
toms.  Thefe  are  fufficient  indi¬ 
cations  of  a  conftant  fever,  or 
fuch  a  one  which  gives  no  inter- 
miffion  of  eafe,  but  continues  till 
it  is  either  brought  to  intermit, 
is  critically  dilcharged,  or  ceafes 
with  the  life  of  the  patient.  And 
here  the  urine  is  not  always  high- 
coloured,  but  varies  according  to 
the  different  meafure  of  ftrength 
the  patient  enjoys  :  in  the  ftrong- 
er  the  more  high-coloured,  and 
in  the  weaker  the  lower.  The  fe- 
diment  in  the  ftronger,  is  thick, 
and  confufed,  and  but  little  ruddy, 
nor  is  inclineable  to  fall,  but  by 
long  Handing,  unlefs  there  be 
fome  tendency  to  intermit,  but 
in  the  weaker  generally  none  at 
all. 

When  48  hours  are  palled,  it 
will  be  out  of  difpute,  whether  the 
fever  is  continual,  or  intermit¬ 
ting:  but  it  is  at  the  firft  worthy 

our 
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our  curious  obfervation,how  far  the 
fever  inclines  to  intermit,  or  be 
obftinately  continual ;  for  as  the 
intermittings  are  more  fafely,  and 
certainly  cured,  than  continuals, 
it  is  common  prudence,  to  take  all 
advantages  to  encline  them  that 
way ;  which  indeed  the  following 
cooling  method  does  of  itfelf,  but 
may  however,  be  farther  helped, 
by  proper  evacuations,  and  the 
fal  abfmthii  &  (ucc.  limon.  Let 
it  therefore  be  duely  obferved  in 
what  degree  the  tokens  of  inter- 
million  or  conftancy  appear,  as  the 
balls  to  eredl  the  diftin£tion,or  the 
difference  of  the  future  practice.

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CHAP.  I. 

The  manner  of  treating  fehrile 
patients  in  the  jirong  fort. 

|pl  U  P  P  O  S  E  then  our  path 
ents  fever  to  be  of  the  conti- 
kJp  nual  fort,  which  is  what  we 
purpofe  to  confine  ourfelves  to, 
and  it  be  within  the  firft  five  days 
from  the  invafion,  let  them  be 
treated  after  the  following  man¬ 
ner  :  firft,  let  an  emetick  be  ex¬ 
hibited,  and  an  antimonial  one 
if  a  skilful  per  foil  prefent ;  thefe 
antimonials,  leaving  an  expulfive 
impreffion  on  the  fibres,  when 
the  firft  irritation  of  the  fto- 
mach  is  over,  and  without  any 
commotion  or  rarefaction  of  the 
blood.  After  that  has  done  its 
office,  it  is  very  punctually  to  be 
confidered,  whether  the  fever  be 

in 
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In  the  ftrong  or  weak  constituti¬ 
ons  ;  or,  in  other  terms,  whether 
the  fever  be  of  the  high,  and  in¬ 
flammatory,  or  of  the  low,  and 
nervous  kind;  and,  to  let  the  rea¬ 
der  underftand  what  is  meant  by 
that  diltindlion,  the  former  of  the 
two  has  thefe  tokens. 

The  fever  appears  high,  the  in¬ 
flammation  great,  the  pulfe  full, 
quick  and  ftrong,  the  face  florid, 
and  urine  high  coloured ;  the  pa¬ 
tient  is  very  reft le is,  if  not  deliri¬ 
ous  and  very  thirfty.  Let  fuch  as 
thefe  proceed  next  to  the  Julep 
here  prefcribed,  and  drink  of  it 
plentifully  without  reftraint;  for 
juft  fuch  a  quantity  as  is  agreeable 
to  the  patient’s  third:  aud  capacity 
of  drinking,  is  the  proper  meafure 
to  anfwer  the  pur  pole  intended, 
which  is  to  bring  a  Hidden  crilis  by 
urine  and  fweat:  about  three  quarts 
taken  in  twenty  four  hours  is  ge¬ 
nerally  enough  for  a  full  grown 

perfon ; 
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perfbn;  and  in  that  tune  the  pati¬ 
ent  molt  commonly  falls  into  an  eafy 
fweat,  and  all  the  fymptoms  either 
entirely  vanifh,  or  very  much  a- 
bate;  and  continuing  the  Julep  an¬ 
other  twenty  four  hours,  in  a  more 
moderate  quantity,  takes  the  fever 
entirely  off:  but  if  the  patient 
don’t  drink  pretty  near  to  the  pre¬ 
ferred  quantity  of  the  faid  Julep, 
it  very  often  continues  longer,  and 
fometimes  other  circumftances  of 
the  conftitution  protraft  the  cure, 
which  are  to  be  mentioned  by  and

The  Julep  here  diretted  is  made 
with  a  Febrifuge  Tindlure,which  is 
found  to  furpafs  all  other  acids  yet 
made  ufe  of  in  fevers,  which  have 
been  indeed  ferviceable,  but  not 
fufficient  to  cure  :  and  tho’  the 
like  natural  propenfity,we  all  have, 
to  keep  new-difeover’d  medicines 
as  fecrets,  influenced  me ;  yet  I 
have  furmounted  that  difficulty, 

and 
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an  now  give  it  to  the  publick  as 
follows.

The  manner  of  giving  it  is  thus: 
to  a  proper  quantity  of  clear  fpring 
water,  put  as  much  of  the  Tin* 
fture  as  will  make  it  gratefully 
acid,  and  as  much  fine  fugar  as  fuits 
the  patient’s  palate;  and  thus  you 
will  have  as  agreeable  a  liquor  or 
Julep  as  can  be  defired  by  a  thirfly 
perfon. 

There  needs  no  more  to  be  done, 
in  a  Ample  inflammatory  fever, 
within  the  firft  five  days;  for,altho’ 

bleeding 
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bleeding  may  not  be  improper,,  and 
is  in  the  like  cafe  generally  pre¬ 
ferred  by  the  learned.,  with  us  it 
is  almoft  ufelefs  ;  becaufe  the  Fe¬ 
brifuge  Tincture,  given  with  fuch 
a  quantity  of  cooling  liqukfdoes  fo 
forcibly  affwage  the  inflammation, 
and  abate  the  velocity  of  the  blood  ;

and  when  that  is  done,  the  febrile 
matter  is  d ifpofed  ready  lor  fuch 
emunClories,  as  nature  is  moil  pre¬ 
pared  to  dikharge  it  at :  lofing  a 
quantity  of  blood  and  fpirits  would 
therefore  only  fo  much  impede  her 
next  bufinefs. 

This  is  agreeable  to  the  famous 

Dr.  Pit  earn,  in  his  Elem.  of  Thy- 
lick,  p  88,  whofe  fen fe  is.  But  if 
ever  it  ffould  happen  to  any  one , 
to  know  a  medicine  which  would 
take  off  the  rarefaction  of  the 
blood,  and Jlaxken  its  motion,  with¬ 
out  bringing  on  any  bad  fymptom , 
that  fhall  be  pref  erred  to  bleeding ; 

but , 
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but ,  unt  il Juch  a  one  is  found  outi 
bleeding  is  to  be  ufed. 

His  own  words  run  thus,—

Now  I  do  affure  the  Reader, 
that  in  this  conftitution  I  have  not 
found  anv  bad  fymptom  follow  the 

mf  v  <£L 

free  ufe  of  it,  but  the  more  free¬ 
ly  us’d  the  fooner  cur’d :  nor  in 
the  weak  conftitution,  if  afiifted 
with  the  medicines  which  fhall  be 
mention’d  when  we  come  to  treat 
of  that  fort.  Let  no  one  therefore 
be  afraid  to  ufe  it  as  preferib’d, 
nor  be  affrighted  at  the  forcing 
fuch  a  hidden  crifis,  there  will  no 
ill  confequence  follow,  if  the  di- 
rediions  are  obferv’d. 

If  the  fever  has  continued  above 
five  days,  fo  as  confiderably  to 
hurt  and  d ilorder  the  animal  aecono- 
my,  and  bring  untoward  fymptoms, 
I  adjoin  other  coolers  to  the  fulep, 

and 
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and  the  moil  general  one  is  bezoar. 
mineral,  from  gr.vij.  to  xx.  every 
fix  hours.  In  the  very  beginning 
alia,  where  there  is  no  diarrhea., 
and  the  pulfe  not  too  full,  I  joyn 
the  bez.  miner,  with  the  febrifl 
which  I  obferve  does  always  pro¬ 
mote  difcharges,  and  make  the 
cure  the  fhorter. 

If  a  diarrh  ea  obftrudls  the  cure, 
inltead-ef  plain  water  let  the  Ju¬ 
lep  be  in  ad e  with  an  infulion  of 
flor .  rojar.  rub.  or  rad.  tor  men  til. 
but  let  it  not  be  too  urgently  pro- 
fecuted  with  aftringents,  the  com¬ 
mon  decold,  cornu  cervi  calcin.  and 
fuch  a  Julep  being  fufficient ;  for 
if  there  is  flrength  to  bear  cool¬ 
ing,  the  conftitution  will  find  out 
her  own  natural  ways  to  delpuma- 
tion,  and  then  the  crowd  upon 
the  bowels  will  be  lels  on  courfe  : 
keep  then  the  back  door  open, 
only  if  you  pleafe  agglutinate  and 
fheath  acrid  humours,  which  I

In  cafe  of  great  coftivenels,  an 
emollient  clylter  is  ferviceable,  till 
the  bezoar.  mineral,  has  fome  ef- 
ledl  that  way,  which  it  will  not 
fail  of;  or,  if  the  pulfe  is  very 

high 
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high  and  full,  tart  arum  vitriola- 
tum  3j.  every  fix  hours  is  more 
proper  than  the  bezoar. 

If  pleuritiek  or  peripneumonick 
complaints,  or  ftrangury  attend, 
the  fal  prune  l .  or  nit  rum,  and 
pe&orals  given  with  the  Julep  are 
proper.  Obferving  always,  that 
the  Febrifuge  Julep  is  fingly  ap¬ 
propriated  to  the  fever  or  inflamma¬ 
tion,  and  therefore  is  only  expect¬ 
ed  to  relieve  the  general  inflamma¬ 
tion;  but  where  the  fever  is  com¬ 
plicated  with  fpecial  inflammations 
or  obftruClions  of  Tleura,  Uterus , 
&c.  regard  mu  ft  be  duly  given 
to  relieve  thofe  diforders  by  the 
known  fpecificks. 

Sometimes  great  ficknefs  at  fto- 
mach  with  frequent  teachings  in- 
feft,  and  the  fever  is  then  gene¬ 
rally  enclin’d  to  intermit,  efpe- 
cially  if  the  urine  is  lateritious ; 
let  then  fal  abfmth.  3fs.  be  given 
in  face.  Timon.  Bj.  every  fix  hours, 

and 
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and  a  few  drops  of  iiq.  laud,  if 
gripes  are  joined  with  ’em  :  fo  the 
fever  goes  off  by  urine,  ftool  or 
fweat,  or  conies  to  intermit,  and 

is  cur’d  the  ufual  wav  with  the 

«•> 

bark. 

If  any  haemorrhage,  profufe  fweat, 
or  loofenefs  happens,  as  it  were, 
fpontaneonfly,  let  ’em  not  be  fud- 
denly  flopp’d,  but  only  moderated 
and  reftrain’d.  '  If  the  Febrifuge 
Tindture  is  ufed  as  it  is  drawn  off, 
without  the  aromaticks,  in  this 
ftrong  high  fort  of  fevers,  it  will 
be  never  the  worfe :  efpecially,  if 
reachings  or  ficknefs  are  very  vio¬ 
lent:  in  fuch  cafes  the  febrile  mat¬ 
ter  tends  to  the  ftomach  and  bow¬ 
els,  and  then  are  thev  the  chief 
feat  of  the  inflammation.  I  keep 
generally  fome  plain  fpirits  by  me 
not  aromatized  for  fuch  cafes. 

Diet  in  this  fort  is  to  be  regula¬ 
ted  to  the  lighted:  liquids,  "and 
without  any  thing  fpirituous,  the 

aliment 
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aliment  being  given  always  warm ; 
and,  ll  a  dianhea,  chufe  fuch  as 
irritates  the  leaft,  as  panada,  rice- 
gruel,  hartlhorn-drink,  &c  tem- 
perating  the  heat,  by  giving  air  to 
the  room,to  the  patient’s  own  liking. 

I  have  made  this  chapter  long-, 
but  it  is  ffiort  in  com  pari  fon  of 
what  might  be  faid  ;  a  word  is 
enough  to  the  experienced  ;  to 
them  it  is  I  offer  this,  when  I  fav 
the  diet  is  to  be  confined  to  the 
lighteft  liquids,  and  without  any 
thing  fpirituous,  I  mean  fuch  as 
gruel  or  barley  water,  and  in  this 
latter  the  Tinfture  or  Sp.  Fe- 
brifug.  may  be  adminiftred,  and 
will  be  fufficient  diet.  A  great  in¬ 
flammation  fupplants  the  offices 
of  nature,  and  digeffion  for  cer¬ 
tain  ;  fo  that  nothing  ffiould  be 
put  into  the  ftomach  which  re¬ 
quires  any  operation  upon  it  •  fo 
m  fpirituous  things,  fack-whev 
which  is  believed  by  fome  to  be 

fo 
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fo  low  a  liquid,  is  much  too  diffi¬ 
cult  to  digeft  in  this  cafe,  and  too 
fpiritucus.  I  have  obferved  fe¬ 
vers  to  be  protracted  beyond  the 
common  time  of  relief,  and,  upon 
examining  more  Itridlly  into  the 
liquids  adminlltred,  have  found 
this  fack-whey  to  have  been  the 
cccafion.  Let  then  my  lhort  way 
of  fpeech  be  taken  as  fully  in 
other  relpeCts  as  in  this. 


C  H  A  P.  II. 

The  method  of  treating  the  fir  ft 
fort  of  Fevers  after  the  ninth 
day. 

IF  the  patient  firft  fends  for  help 
when  the  ninth  day  is  over,  the 
hrft  paflages  are  then  lefs  concern’d ; 

but 
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but  if  there  are  ficknefs  or  Teach¬ 
ings,  begin  with  a  vomit,  and  keep 
clofe  now  to  the  bezoar.  mineral. 
and  Julep :  as  the  fymptoms  vary, 
give  the  bezoar.  in  theriac.  andr. 
to  curb  a  loofenefs,  or  eleff.  linitiv. 
to  move  a  ftool ;  or,  if  the  pulfe  is 
yet  too  high,  tart,  vitriol,  and 
elect.  Hnitiv.  do  very  well. 

The  cautions  given  in  the  fore¬ 
going  chapter  are  fufficient  to  vary 
the  method  by,  in  this  ftage  of 
the  di  Item  per;  but  if  it  be  a  plain 
tuple  fever,  the  bez.  miner,  and 
Julep  are  entirely  fufficient,  and  I 
may  truly  fay  will  never  fail  ;  if 
the  vomit  adminiftred  did  not 
move  downwards,  and  the  patient 
has  been  feveral  days  collive,  an 
emollient  clvfter  is  very  proper  to 
give  fpeedy  relief,  and  not  to  wait 
fbr  the  bezoar.  and  elect,  lenitiv. 
which  m u ft  be  allow’d  many  hours 
to  fliew  their  effebt,  one  after  the 
following  form  may  do.

When  the  common  time  of  a 
crifis  draws  nigh,  viz.  the  four¬ 
teenth  day,  the  fymptoms  in  this 
fort  are  often  violent,  as  great 
thirft,  with  black  and  dry  lips  and 
tongue,  urine  high  colour’d,  vio¬ 
lent  inquietude,  delirium,  catch- 
ings  of  the  tendons,  tremblings, 
with  horrid  countenance ;  in  fuch 
a  condition  the  fame  things  are  to 
be  obferv’d,  only  the  Julep  may 
have  a  fmall  quantity  of  cordial  wa¬ 
ter  added  to  it,  as  3ij.  to  a  pint, 
and  the  railing  cordials  given  with 
the  hez ■  as  crocus ,  oaf  or,  or  the 
like;  and,  if  convulfions  are  very 
bad,  let  the  nervous  medicines 
however  be  fuch  as  heat  the  lea  ft, 

as 
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as  gum.  ammon.  Fife,  querc.  fal 

fuccin.  for  thefe  rather  incide  than 
rarify. 

If,  near  the  time  of  fourteen 
days,  the  pulfe  falls,  or  trembles, 
or  is  uneven,  although  it  be  in  a 
flrong,  robuft  habit,  they  mult  be 
treated  as  the  weak,  which  follows 
hereafter. 

It  may  be  obfer v’d,  that  in  this 
conftitution,  the  blood  being  fo 
turgent,  if  the  patient  has  neglect¬ 
ed  drinking  his  Julep,  or  other  ac¬ 
cident  has  happen’d,  or  error  in 
practice  (which  no  man  can  always 
be  exaCt  to,  even  in  his  own  me¬ 
thod)  fo  that  the  Difeafe  is  conti¬ 
nu’d  to  the  idth  or  18th  day,  it  is 
fafe  to  give  a  double  or  treble  dofe 
of  fuch  ftimulators  as  caufe  the  lealt 
inflammation,  to  force  nature  as  it 
were  to  difeharges,  fuch  are  all  the 
acrid  neutral  falts,  as  fal  nit  rum, 
ammoniac,  crudum,  and  fal  fucci- 
ni  alfo,  which  is  a  volatile  pungent 

D  %  acid  i 
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acid  ;  and  a  bold  pufh  is  fo  requi- 
lite  fometimes,  that  the  habit  will 
not  be  relieved  from  its  cramps 
and  obdinate  contractions  any  other 
way,  efpecially  when  a  hot  aroma¬ 
tic!  regimen  has  been  us’d,  with 
drying  teftaceous  powders,  <fyc.  to 
near  the  critical  time.  The  hez. 
min.  I  have  found  to  be  the  very 
belt  cooler,  it  giving  a  lading 
warmth  to  the  nerves,  and  fo  holds 
up  the  ftrength  of  the  pulfe,  at 
the  fame  time  as  it  curbs  the  cir¬ 
culation,  and  promotes  all  the  dis¬ 
charges  ;  and  yet  it  may  not  be 
improper,  in  fome  cafes  to  ex¬ 
change  it  for  the  falts  aforefaid, 
efpecially  if  the  pulfe  is  turgent, 
the  urine  and  pulfe  being  the  ge¬ 
neral  directors  in  this  difeafe.  Hav¬ 
ing  many  times  feen  all  the  ftages 
of  this  diftemper,  and  ufed  this 
method  in  at  leall  a  thoufand  pa¬ 
tients,  I  allure  my  readers,  that 
even  to  the  very  lad,  or  dying 

dage 
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ftage,  it  has  been  moil  fuccefsful, 
only  obferving  the  precautions 

named. 


C  H  A  P.  III. 

The  manner  of  treating  febrile 
patients  of  the  weak  fort. 

FEVERS  are  too  often  at¬ 
tended  with  fuch  circumftan- 
ces  as  render  it  very  difficult  to 
cure  them  ;  as  when  they  follow 
upon  exceffive  Grief,  the  caufe 
ilill  continuing  on  the  mind  ; 
exceffive  care,  labour,  fludy,  or 
debauchery,  whereby  the  mind 
and  body  are  in  a  manner  ex- 
haufted. 

When  thefe  things  fall  on  the 
ftrong  habits,  they  are  reduced  to 

much 
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much  the  like  ftandard,  as  a  Am¬ 
ple  fever  would  be  to  the  weak, 
and  fuch  we  may  have  good  hopes 
ol:  but  if  on  the  w  eak  and  tender, 
which  we  are  now  tofpeak  of’  the 
skill  of  the  beft  phyfician  is  but 
fufficient  with  the  belt  method  and 
medicines. 

When  a  fever  happens  from  fuch 
caules  in  the  ftrong,  or  if  a  ft m pie 
fever  in  the  weak  conftitution, 
which  well  determine  to  treat  af¬ 
ter  the  like  method,  and  to  deno¬ 
minate  the  weak,  low  or  nervous 
fever;  they  are  generally  parch’d, 
hot  and  dry  to  the  touch,  and  af¬ 
ter  a  few  days  attended  with  black 
and  dry  tongue,  tremors  or  ca tell¬ 
ings  of  the  tendons,  deliria  and 
fometimes  ftupor,  numbnefs,  great 
depreffion  or  finking  of  the  fpi- 
rits,  fighings,  with  a  quick,  weak, 
trembling  or  uneven  pulfe,  and 
the  urine  moffcly  pale  in  colour 
without  fediment.  Thefe  patients 

alfo 
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are  not  very  thirfty,  or  at  leaft 
don’t  call  for  drink,  as  in  the  for¬ 
mer  cafe,  and,  when  it  is  offer’d 
them,  are  not  fo  ready  to  drink  a 
large  draught. 

Let  inch  begin  with  a  vomit,  as 
in  the  other  fort,  ch.  i.  and  then 
plentifully  drink  of  the  Julep  made 
in  the  following  manner.

Such  a  treatment  moft  common¬ 
ly  brings.,  in  a  lew  hours,  a  general 
moifture  on  the  furface  of  the  bo¬

But  let  this  be  obferv’d,  that  in 
the  fir  It  three  or  four  days  there  is 
little  inconvenience,  although  the 
julep  were  without  the  aroma- 

ticks  ; 
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ticks;  but,  if  fweats  don’t  fpeediiv 
come,  and  the  urine  mend  in  co¬ 
lour  and  fiibfidence,  the  warmers 
mu  ft  carefully  be  adminiftred. 

We  need  not  here  repeat  the 
cautions  given  in  ch.  1,  to  remedy 
the  different  fymptoms  which  may 
happen  ;  yet  this  mu  ft  be  always 
consider’d,  that  all  medicines  which 
relax  and  colliquate,or  other  reme¬ 
dies  which  tend  that  way,  muft  be 
efchewed.  Thus  the  elect.  Unit. 
which  is  recommended  to  exhibit 
the  bezoar.  in,  is  not  proper  here, 
no  not  in  cafe  of  coftivenefs,  which 
is  not  in  this  cafe  to  be  efteemed 
detrimental :  on  the  contrary,  Spi¬ 
rituous  liquors, which  are  fo  high¬ 
ly  detrimental  there,  may  be  here 
allowed  to  advantage,  remember¬ 
ing  always  to  balance  the  propor¬ 
tion  of  the  raifers  and  coolers 
to  the  degree  of  the  inflamma¬ 
tion  ;  for  as,  on  the  one  hand,  the 
fever  will  not  go  off  before  its  fe- 

E  bride 
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brile  matter  is  feparated  and  fit  to 
be  difcharged,  and  that,  in  com¬ 
mon  putrid  fevers,  is  not  common¬ 
ly  done  in  lei's  than  fourteen  days, 
unlefs  nature  is  alfifted  :  and  we 
know  none  that  do  it  fo  fpeedily 
as  volatile  acids  and  bezoar.  miner. 
yet,  on  the  other  hand,  if  thefe 
are  not  given  with  great  prudence, 
and  in  proportion  to  the  flrength 
of  the  patient,  the  morbifick 
matter  may  be  feparated  indeed, 
and  the  inflammation  taken  off, 
but  the  conftitution  not  being 
ftrong  enough  to  difcharge  it,  the 
patient  will  fink  under  the  load. 

So  will  fpirituous  cordials,  aro- 
maticks,  teftaceous  powders,  <&c. 
keep  up  the  mixture  of  the  blood, 
and  carry  on  the  fever  both  in 
this  weak  fort,  and  more  elpecial- 
ly  in  the  ftrong,  not  only  to  the 
common  fourteenth  day,  but  to 
the  twentieth  or  thirtieth,  accord- 

.mg 
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ing  as  many  contingences  are  ma¬ 
naged. 

It  is  not  then  playing  with  a 
fpoonful  of  fuccus  limon.  citri  or 
granator.  now  and  then,  or  a  little 
ace  turn  dijlill.  in  juleps,  and  thole 
given  commonly  with  fpirituous 
liquors,  and  but  fparingly,  which 
will  cure  a  bold,  ftrong  fever,  that 
may  molt  certainly  be  cured  in  a 
bolder  way,  as  I  have  mentioned ; 
and  the  fame  cooling  febrifuge,  af- 
lilted  with  bez.  miner,  the  cordial 
aromaticks,  nervous  medicines,  and 
other  helps,  which  we  ftiall  men¬ 
tion  hereafter,  will  molt  certain¬ 
ly  cure  this  weaker  and  more  dan¬ 
gerous  fort,  guiding  the  patient 
with  our  coolers  from  off  the  pre¬ 
cipice  of  a  long  and  rapid  circu¬ 
lation,  which  generally  exhauits 
the  very  fountain  of  life  along 
with  the  morbifick  matter  ;  and 
v/ith  the  raifers  mentioned,  ftimu- 
lating  their  nerves  and  fibres,  fuf- 

E  2,  hci- 
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ficiently  to  difcharge  the  morbid 
matter,  when  prudently  ieparated 
by  our  febrifuges. 


CHAP,  IV.

The  method  of  treatment  in  the 
Jecond  fort  of  fevers  after  the 
ninth  day  is  pafl. 

WHEN  thefe  low  fevers  have 
paft  the  ninth  day,  no  o- 
ther  evacuation  does  well  but  vo- 
mitting.  Bleeding,  clyfters  or  pur¬ 
ges  all  fink  the  fpirits ;  but,  if 
there  be  any  fymptoms  of  the  firft 
paflages  being  clogg’d,  or  fo  relax’d, 
that  the  aliments  don’t  pals  them 
orderly,  a  vomit  is  proper  ;  and 
the  urgent  fymptoms  mu  ft  be  at¬ 
tended,  by  varying  the  cordials, 

aroma- 
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aromaticks,  <&c.  with  or  without 
the  bezoar.  mineral,  and  the  julep 
with  or  without  the  aromaticks, 
as  the  force  of  the  pulfe  and  the 
height  of  the  urine  fhall  direbt : 
and  about  this  time  diligent  heed 
jhould  be  given,  whether  the  pa¬ 
tient  can  drink  plentifully  or  not, 
and  11  he  cannot,  which  too  often 
happens,  it  is  not  to  be  expected 
the  diluting  .method  fhould  cure 
him,  till  he  is  affifted  in  that  re- 
fpedt  :  when  therefore  the  fpirits 
deem  fuffocated,  and  the  patient 
cannot  drink  a  moderate  large 
draught  of  any  liquor,  let  the  julep 
be  without  the  acid  tincture,  and 
made  as  follows,  the  bezoar.  mine¬ 
ral.  alfo  omitted.

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With  this  fpirituous  julep  may 
be  given  a  bolus  every  fix  hours, 
with  fal  corn,  cervi ,  from  gr.v.  to 
xx.  as  the  degree  of  the  dejection 
is  :  and  inftead  of,  or  conjoin  d 
with,  the  juleps,  wine  mull’d  with 
two  parts  water,  with  the  ufual 
aromaticks,  chicken-broth,  and  the 
nourifliing  liquids,  are  to  be  al¬ 
lowed. 

This  method  raifes  the  pulfe,and 
the  inclination  and  capacity  to 
drink,  and  fometimes,  in  thefe  ca¬ 
fes  of  depreft  fpirits,  bring  fweat 
and  very  great  relief;  let  them 
then  drink  as  plentifully  as  poflible 
of  the  liquors  now  prefcrib’d,  or 
fuch  other;  and  by  the  fourteenth 
day  nature  does  generally  dilcharge 
herfelf,  it  Ihe  is  help’d  judicioufly, 
as  the  prefling  fymptoms  always 
direct ;  and  for  that  purpofe  I  need 
only  mention  the  varying  of  the 
medicines,  as  theriaca,  confect,  ra- 
leigh.  clyfters,  hyftericks,  pecto¬ 
rals. 
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rals,  &c.  becaufe  there  are  hints 
given  fufficient  in  the  other  chap- 
teio  how  this  is  to  be  done  *  but 
this  difference  muff  be  Itriffly 
minded,  that  in  this  fort  all  the 
neutral  me  and  acid  fa  its,  as  tart. 
Fit  riot  at.  fal  fehrifug.  [fa  l  poly- 
crejl.  fal  nitri ,  ammoniac,  crud \ 
or  fal  ah fmth.  and  fucc.  Union „ 
mull  not  be  touch’d  here,  but 
deem  d  as  poifbn  *  and  for  the 
lame  leafon  there  mult  be  no  jum¬ 
ble  of  any  volatile  alkalies  given 
at  the  fame  time  with  the  hez.  min. 
or  acid  julep,  as  jp.  corn,  cer-v.  [al 
corn.  cerv.  fal  <volaf.  oleof.  &c.  nor 
yet  the  fixtalkalies,  as  teflaceous 
powdeis  j  neither  is  bleeding  to 
be  borne,  nor  clyfters  often  given 
although  coftive  ;  thefe  things  re¬ 
lax  the  fibres,  and  colliquate  the 
fpirits. 

The  fymptoms  aforenam ’d  may 
however  be  moderated  by  foine  to¬ 
pical  remedies, fuch  are  blifters  ap- 

piy’d 
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ply  d  to  any  part  of  the  body  at 
difcretion  ;  plaifters  to  the  feet  of 
empl.  cephal.  c.  euphorb.  and  galba- 
num  a.  a  pla  ifter  to  the  ftomach  of 
empl.  ftomach.  a  pultice  of  garlick, 
rue  and  lard,  apply 'd  to  the  feet, 
raifes  very  fpeedily.  Such  as  thefe 
may  be  us  d. 

It  is  not  a  mean  degree  of 
medicinal  knowledge  and  expe¬ 
rience,  which  is  required  to  be¬ 
come  a  matter  of  this  critical  point, 
I  mean,  to  underftand  what  pro¬ 
portion  of  raifers  and  coolers  to 
give  in  this  ttage  of  the  low  fe¬ 
vers  ;  nevertheleis,  I  am  well  af- 
fured,  how  difficult  foever  it  is,  that 
a  diligent  and  curious  obferver  in 
a  conliderable  degree  of  practice, 
and  well  qualify  d  with  natural 
knowledge,  may  arrive  to  a  certain 
method. 

If  about  the  ninth  day  the  fymp- 
toms  don't  mend,  or  if  the  patient 
fir  ft  calls  for  help  at  that  time. 
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With  thofe  fymptoms  mention’d 
upon  him,  it  is  with  caution  that 
any  of  the  coolers  mu  ft  be  us’d  : 
before  this  time  they  may  with 
fafety,  the  other  raifers  being  in¬ 
termix’d,  as  directed  :  but,  in  this 
low  kind,  nature  by  this  time  be¬ 
gins  to  be  lo  far  confounded,  that 
a  fin  a  11  matter  improperly  done 
dejedts  her  quite ;  and  therefore 
the  coolers,  which  are  fo  proper  to 
the  very  time  of  a  common  cribs 
in  the  other  fort,  are  hardly  at  all 
to  be  given  after  the  ninth  day  in 
this.  One  of  the  vvorft  fymptoms 
of  her  decay  is  the  hickups  and 
pain  at  ftomach ;  when  thofe  fir  ft 
appear,  let  all  the  raifers  mention  d 
be  us’d,  efpecially  thofe  which  have 
fomewhat  anodyne  commixt,  as  the- 
riac.  mit  hr  id,  &c;  which  two  have 
fuch  a  quantity  of  foetid  gums,  na¬ 
tural  balfams,  and  hot  aromaticks, 
of  almoft  every  quality,  in  their 
compolition,  they  feetn  to  anfwer 

F  all 
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all  that  the  vegetable  kingdom  can 
do  for  us  in  this  nice  point :  but 
if  the  animal  odorata  were  here 
added,  as  mo fchus  and  zihethum , 
they  would  undoubtedly  affilt ;  and, 
in  cafe  of  hvfterical  women,  am- 
Ira  grifea.  A  mixture,  for  ex¬ 
ample  lake,  made  after  this  man-

ner,  does  the  fame.

If  a  diarrhea  happens,  it  is  in 
this  cafe  to  be  taken  good  care  of, 
and,  after  the  theriaca ,  confectio 
fracaftor.  laudanum ,  &c.  are  us’d 
without  fuccefs,  the  following  cly- 
fter  generally  anfwers.

Injiciatur  tepide  femel  aut  bis  in  die. 


But  if  the  flux  is  bloody,  or  the 
bowels  exceedingly  relaxed,  let  the 
confedtion  be  the  thicker,  and  an 
ounce  of  fpir.  <vin.  galic.  added  to 
it  :  let  this  clyfter  be  efteem’d 
in  fuch  cafes,  whether  in  a  fever 
or  not,  far  furpafling  all  the  re* 
ftringents. 

As  this  clyfter  fupplies  a  fuita- 
ble  mucage  to  the  inferior  paflages, 
the  balj.  lucatelli  does  fomewhat 
like  it  to  the  fuperior ;  fo  that, 
it  is  proper  to  mix  it  with  the 
fuitable  raifers,  to  guard  againft 
this  very  hurtful  fymptom  in 
this  low  fever.  But,  if  the  time 
of  a  crifls  is  near,  and  figns  of  fe- 
paration  do  but  begin  to  appear, 
I  advife  the  fame  bolus  with  rhu¬ 
barb,  as  in  the  high  fever.  All 
the  good  women  know  how  to 

F  z  make 
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make  Itarch,  that  which  is  to  be  in* 
jefted  per  fe,  is  to  be  much  about 
the  confiftence  of  their  more  li¬ 
quid  fort,  and  that  commixt  with 
brandy,  their  thicker  fortf 

If  all  thefe  raifers,  with  the  ve- 
ficatories,  fupped alia,  <&c.  don’t 
bring  fome  evident  ligns  of  relief, 
in  the  urine  and  pulfe,  by  the 
fourteenth  day,  let  a  dofe  or  two 
of  cinabar  of  antimony  be  given 
from  xv.  to  xxx.  grains,  every  fix 
hours ;  alfo  calomel  given  from 
gr.vj.  to  xij.  and,  if  it  don’t  pals  off 
in  nine  hours,  a  gentle  dofe  of  rhu¬ 
barb  to  move  it  downwards.  Ei¬ 
ther  of  thefe  two  will  affift,  when 
the  cafe  feems  to  be  fet,  and  very 
obftinate,  as  if  nature  were  at  a 
Hand,  and  could  neither  free  her- 
felf  by  any  of  the  emunftories,  nor 
yet  would  fuffer  herfelf  to  be  quite 
overcome. 

The  chief  difficulty  in  the  cure 
of  fevers  falls  out  in  this  low  fort; 

the 
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the  ftrong  high  fevers  want  only 
a  proper  cooler,  fuch  as  is  our  Fe¬ 
brifuge  Julep,  to  retard  the  cir¬ 
culation,  and  the  rarifaftion  of 
the  blood  ceafes  ;  the  retain’d  fu- 
perfluities,  however  now  chang’d 
by  circulation,  are  then  fepa rated, 
or  coagulated  in  the  blood,  and  fit 
to  be  difcharg’d  ;  part  of  which 
goes  off  immediately  by  fweat,  and 
the  habit  throws  off  the  reft  as  fhe 
is  able  :  but,  in  the  low  fort,  be¬ 
tides  that,  we  mu  ft  cool,  to  abate 
the  velocity  of  the  blood,  efpeci- 
ally  in  the  former  part  of  the 
time;  ftimulators  alio  muff  be  us’d 
to  raife  its  force,  elfe,  when  the 
circulation  is  curb’d,  and  the  mor- 
bifick  matter  curdled  (if  I  may  be 
allow’d  this  word)  in  the  mafs  of 
blood,  the  impetus  being  weak, 
and  fibres  relax’d,  the  fediment  o- 
verwhelms  nature,  as  furely,  al¬ 
though  after  a  different  manner, 
fls  when  fourteen  days  violent  cir- 

cula- 
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culation  has  dry'd  up,  as  it  were, 
the  nervous  fluid;  that,  if  the  pec¬ 
cant  matter  is  really  dilcharg’d, 
they  yet  cannot  expand  themfelves 
any  longer  to  fupport  life. 

But  it  thofe  rarifiers  are  given 
with  the  coolers,  and  the  other 
helps  us’d,  I  have  found  thele  diffi¬ 
cult  fevers  cured  as  certainly  as  the 
other ;  although  perhaps  the  diffi¬ 
culty  I  have  to  relate  the  method 
may  force  me  to  leave  it  ineffici¬ 
ently  exprefs’d. 

The  belt  raifer,  which  alfo  cools, 
is  bezoar.  mineral,  the  bell,  which 
alfo  heat,  (as  they  all  do  in  general) 
are  cinab.  antim.  and  the  fetid 
gums,  as  affafretida ,  fagapenum} 
galbanum\  next  the  natural  bal- 
lams,  and  then  the  vegetable  aro- 
maticks ;  emeticks  alfo  have  a  ve¬ 
ry  great  place  here,  and  as  often 
to  be  usd  as  the  depending  lymp- 
toms  don’t  dire&ly  forbid  it,  al¬ 
though 
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though  it  were  twice  or  thrice  in 
the  courfe  of  the  diltemper. 


CHAP.  V. 

How  patients  are  to  be  wanagd 
upon  t  he  J ever  s  going  off. 

AFTER  thefe  two  different 
ways  may  the  moll  defperate 
levers  be  cur’d,  which  have  been 
leen  in  London  lince  the  lalt  great 
plague,  attended  with  thofe  vio¬ 
lent  lymptoms  belore  mention’d, 
and  purple  fpots,  inflam’d  tumours* 
fore  throats,  &c.  which  have 
made  great  deltru&ion  this  year, 
J729.  The  only  difficulty  is,  to 
deliberate  fo  prudently,  as  to 
vary  the  medicines  mention’d  to 
the  variety  of  the  cafe,  which  per¬ 
haps 
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haps  is  eafier  to  prefcribe  in  a  clofet, 
than  in  a  patient  s  chamber.  What 
remains  farther  is  to  continue  only 
the  method,  till,  by  the  pulfe  and 
urine,  there  are  fufficient  tokens 
that  nature  is  more  at  liberty,  and 
the  febrile  matter  in  a  confiderabie 
degree  di (charg’d  ;  then  let  him 
take  a  gentle  cathartick,  as  rhu¬ 
barb,  which  ftill  furthers  the  fepa- 
ration,  leaving  him  to  kitchen  phy- 
fick  for  one,  two  or  three  days 
more,  and  then  a  purge  may  be  gi¬ 
ven  of  fuch  fort  as  fuits  the  pre¬ 
fen  t  circumftances,only  to  be  gen¬ 
tle  at  fir  ft;  and  that  being  repeat¬ 
ed  every  third  or  fourth  day,  for 
four  or  five  times,  is  fufficient :  af¬ 
ter  which  let  me  advife  all  to  take 
fome  ftrengthning  bitter  twice  a 
day  for  a  week,  two  or  three,  with 
the  lighter  chalybeats ;  efpecially 
if  the  fever  was  determin’d  by  a 
fudden  crifis,  before  the  ufual  time 
of  fourteen  days ;  for  then  I  have, 

in 
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in  many  examples,,  obferved  the 
fever  apt  to  return  again  with 
fmaller  occafions,  than  in  others 
who  have  had  a  fever  otherways 
treated  ;  which,  the  Reader  may 
be  pleas’d  to  obferve,  is  the  only 
one  inconvenience  attending  the 
cooling  method,  that  I  know  of 
And  well  worth  that  hazard  I  think 
it  is,  to  have  the  hazard  of  death 
fuddenly  approaching, taken  away; 
for,  at  the  worft,  we  have  now  a 
chronical  diftemper  only  to  deal 
with,  which,  by  the  purge  and  bit¬ 
ters,  nature  will  loon  extirpate, 
without  any  hazard  :  but  a  four¬ 
teen  days  crifis  comes,  at  the  belt, 
with  the  hazard  of  about  two  to 
one  again  ft  the  patient ;  at  leaft  it 
has  done  fb  for  thefe  la  ft  two  or 
three  years. 

•r 

It  is  not  therefore  pretended, 

that  this  method  does  in  the  for¬ 
mer  conftitutions  perfectly  cure  fe¬ 
vers,  fb  affifting  nature,  that  fhe 

G  dif* 
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difcharges  all  the  febrile  matter, 
and  is  let  at  entire  liberty,,  as  in  a 
natural  fourteen  days  cnfis,  which 
the  latter  fort  often  advance  to; 
this  is  ftill  left  for  a  higher  and 
more  perfedfc  difcovery. 

If  we  can  here  precipitate  the 
febrile  mattery,  and  even  leave  part 
of  it  upon  the  habit  and  conftitu- 
tion,  we  do  as  much  as  the  cortex 
peru  in  the  intermittents  ;  and  as 
much  more,  as  our  continuals  do 
more  fuddenly,  and  more  danger - 
oujly  threaten  life. 

Let  the  patients  allow  them- 
felves  alfo  eafe  and  re  It  upon  their 
firlt  recovery,  till,  by  the  purging, 
bitters,  <&c.  the  conftitution  has 
more  perfectly  difcharg’d  itfelf; 
elie,  if,  being  fo  fpeedily  cur’d, 
they  fliould  think  little  ail’d  them, 
and  go  about  to  bufinefs  and  fa¬ 
tigue  too  foon,  which  too  often 
happens  (their  ftrength  by  a  fpeedy 
cure  being  little  hurt)  the  remain- 
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ing  undi {charg'd  febrile  matter 
may  again  irritate  the  blood  to 
another  fever,  which  then  will  na¬ 
turally  be  more  difficult  to  cure, 
than  the  former,  ftrength  now  being 
fomewhat  fpent,  the  nerves  will  re¬ 
quire  ftronger  fillips,  which  ought 
to  be  oblerv’d. 

!  have  had  divers  examples  of 
thefe  patients,  who  being  fpeedily 
reliev’d  as  fpeedily  return’d  to  bufr- 
nefs,  and  in  fix  or  eight  days  have 
had  their  fever  return,  they  and 
their  acquaintance  flighting  the 
diftemper,  becaufe  it  was  fo  fpee¬ 
dily  remov  d,  and  I  was  content  to 
ilia  re  the  fame  fate,  it  being  fo  na¬ 
tural  for  perfons,  unexperienc’d  in 
diftempers,  to  think  a  beginning 
fever,  when  loon  difcharg’d,  only 
a  common  cold.  And  that  phy- 
fician  who  is  call’d  early  to  his  pa¬ 
tients,  who  will  not  practice  this 
method  when  he  finds  it  right, 
purely  for  the  love  of  his  patient 

G  2  and 
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and  righteoufnefs  fake,  fhall  never 
do  it  a  felf-lover,  for  he’ll  gain  no 
applaufe. 

The  fever  being  once  turned, 
and  the  common  figns  of  health 
reftored,  let  not  any  one  fear  the 
confequence,  or  that  I  do  hide  in 
filence  any  evils  which  naturally 
attend  my  method.  I  write  to 
ferve  mankind  ;  I  expedl  as  little 
applaufe  from  writing,  as  I  have 
had  from  the  prabtifmg  the  me¬ 
thod,  which  never  amounted  to 
any  thing  but  when  I  came  late ; 
or  was  employed  after  other  Apo¬ 
thecaries  had  been  feveral  days 
concern’d,  and  among  the  ordina¬ 
ry  people  this  hath  often  happen’d, 
and  as  I  remember  always fuccefsful. 

I  know  of  no  ill  confequence  but 
what  I  have  mentioned,  viz.  That 
the  diftemper  is  not  fo  entirely 
difcharg’d  as  by  a  14  days  Crifis  ; 
and  therefore  the  patient  is  apt  to 
have  it  return  without  proper  care, 

and 
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and  they  are  not  fo  entirely  healthy* 
and  apt  to  grow  robuft;  but  with 
the  common  evacutions,  bitters* 
and  the  accuftomed  methods  of 
treating  chronical  dilbrders,  no  pa¬ 
tient  of  mine  ever  fuffer’d  any  far¬ 
ther*  or  fell  into  any  difficulty*  or 
I  ihould  mention  it. 

Thus  I  have  gone  through  the 
feveral  ftages  of  this  diftemper 
with  my  new  method,  in  as  brief 
a  manner  as  the  nature  of  the  thing 
will  bear,  purpofely  omitting  to 
fpeak  of  any  other  circumftances, 
but  fuch  as  are  affected  with  the 
difference  between  this  and  the 
common  methods. 

Let  not  any  therefore*  who  are 
unexperienc’d  in  the  art  of  phyfick* 
expert  that  my  new  Febrifuge*  with 
this  method  of  adminiftring  it,  is 
fufficient  to  inftru£t  them  to  cure 
fevers  :  the  violence  of  that  dif¬ 
temper*  join’d  with  the  infinite  va¬ 
riety  of  conftitutions  and  fymp- 

tomsj, 
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toms,  are  Sufficient  to  employ  the 
moll  fagacious  head,  though  culti¬ 
vated  with  all  the  erudition  necef- 
fary  to  accomplish  a  Dobtor  in  the 
art  of  phyiick  :  and  were  the  me¬ 
dicines  and  method  oi  adminiftrmg 
them  here  given,  the  very  belt  the 
world  yet  knows,  and  even  infalli¬ 
ble  m  themfelves,  I  am  too  fully 
convinc’d  what  knowledge  and  ex¬ 
perience,  in  nature  an  o  tempers, 
is  requir’d  to  make  em  tolerably 
certain. 

It  is  here  only  meant  to  hint  to 
men  of  art,  the  general  form  of  a 
certain  method  ;  and  fuch  do  un¬ 
derstand  better  how  to  fait  the 
common  fpecificks  really  agreea¬ 
ble  to  every  particular  Symptom, 
than  I  will  prefume  to  dictate  : 
thus,  proper  gargles,  for  inflam’d 
mouth  and  throat ;  cam ph ire  with 
emulfions,  to  relieve  the  Strangu¬ 
ry  ;  cephalick  fnuffs,  to  fliake  the 
nerves  in  comas ;  and  many  things 

of 
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of  the  like  nature  are  here  left  in 
ffence.  Our  method  indeed  fa 
fpeedily  allays  the  grand  confulion, 
and  Itops  as  it  were  the  fountain  of 
thole  maladies,  that  here  is  not 
much  occalion  for  inftru&ion  in 
fiich  cafes,  even  to  the  very  igno¬ 
rant:  for,  I  don’t  remember,  that 
any  of  thofe  violent  fymptoms  have 
rifen  in  the  courfe  of  our  manner 
of  treatment,  which  give  the  com¬ 
mon  appellation  of  malignant  to 
fevers  ;  and  therefore  1  can  hardly 
think  a  method  in  fevers  worth 
reading  over,  which  does  not  at 
lealt  that  far  affift  nature  ;  much 
lefs  time  would  l  bellow  on  fuch, 
which  rather  difturb  or  confute 
her,  more  than  fhe  would  be 
if  left  alone  to  her  own  fingle 
efforts. 

It  is  a  very  great  advantage  to 
the  method  deliver’d,  that  when  a 
phyfician  is  call’d  late  to  his  pa¬ 
tient,  and  finds  him  almoft  fpent, 

and 
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and  even  terribly  loaded  with  ma¬ 
lignant  fymptoms.  This  method, 
although  fo  lhort,  prefently  af- 
fuages  the  tumult,  abates  the  fymp- 
toms,  and  really  makes  it  ufelefs 
to  me  even  to  name  the  horrid  ca¬ 
talogue. 

It  is  alfo  uielels  to  criticize  upon 
the  forts  of  levers.  The  authors, 
who  are  moft  curious  in  delcribing 
their  Ephemera,  Synochus,  Febris 
putridus,  Peftilence,  and  many  o- 
thers,  did  not  know  it  was  poffible 
to  bring  an  Ephemera  to  a  crifis  in 
i  x  hours,  a  Synochus  in  24,  a  Fe¬ 
bris  putridus  in  the  lame  time,  and 
fo  on.  All  continual  fevers  of  what- 
foever  fort  or  period,  which  have 
fallen  into  common  practice  in  Con¬ 
don  fince  the  year  1707,  are  truly 
difcharged  in  the  manner  here  de¬ 
liver  d,  be  the  very  caufe  alfo  of 
thofe  fevers  whatever  it  may  hap¬ 
pen  ;  for  I  have  fully  obferv’d, 
that  patients  who  have  brought 
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on  their  fevers  by  drinking  cold 
water  when  they  were  hot,  have, 
however  been  as  naturally  cured 
with  our  cold  water  acidulated  ; 
and  the  fame  in  thofe  who  have 
drank  too  liberally  of  punch. 

A  fever  is  a  general  inflamma¬ 
tion,  fuppofe  this  to  be  caufed  by 
too  rapid  a  circulation,  and  that  to 
be  caufed  by  fomewhat  retain’d 
which  lhould  be  difcharged.  If 
now  the  human  frame  is  found, 
take  off  the  inflammation,  and  the 
work  is  done ;  nature  herfelf  will 
then  expel  her  enemy,  in  more  or 
lefs  time,  as  the  morbid  matter 
is  framed  for  ex  pul  lions,  which  in 
different  feafons  and  conftitutions 
of  air  is  different,  and  caufes  in  us 
different  forts  of  fevers.  If  not 
found,  fhe  muff  be  fupported  on  the 
deficient  fide,  and  then  the  fame 
work  is  to  be  done. 

This,  I  think,  holds  the  fame 
in  all  continu’d  fevers.  I  have,  at 

H  leafti 
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leaft,,  found  it  fo  in  fixteen  years 
experience,  and  whether  I  reafon 
found,  or  not,  the  thing  is  true. 

Laftly,  that  I  may  be  the  bet¬ 
ter  underitood,  in  applying  thefe 
medicines  in  fevers,  and  may  in¬ 
form  others  how  far  I  have  prov’d 
this  method  to  be  ferviceable  in 
other  feverifh  diftempers,  as  alfo 
what  effects  the  ufual,  as  well  as 
my  own.  Febrifuges  have  ;  I  fliall 
now  give  an  account  of  real  events, 
which  generally  fall  out  the  fame 
in  practice,  and  which  have  not 
been  punctually  enough  obferv’d  hi¬ 
therto  by  any  that  I  have  met  with ; 
and  firft  let  us  begin  with  the  Re¬ 
gimen ,  then  with  T)ijiempers ,  and 
laftly  with  Medicines. 


CHAP. 
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CHAP.  VI. 

/ 

Some  practical  obfervations  on  the 
RegimeNj  on  Feverish  Dis¬ 
tempers,  and  on  Medicines. 

I  On  the  REGIMEN. 

T  ^7  HEN  the  inflammation 
V  V  is  great,  the  cooling  Ju¬ 
lep  mult  be  taken  in  proportion  ; 
in  tins  cafe  there  is  no  danger  of 
diluting  too  largely  with  it,  in  any 
ftage  ol  the  fever  ;  if  a  crifis  be 
brought  on  in  twelve  hours,  lb 
much  the  better  ;  fpirituous  li¬ 
quors  ol  every  fort  are  to  be  a- 
voided. 
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II.  But  if  the  inflammation  be 
moderate,,  the  ftrength  low, and  the 
(pints  weak,  that  liquor  fliould  be 
us’d  more  fparingly,  and  not  with¬ 
out  the  bez.  min .  aromatick  cordi¬ 
als,  and  a  little  of  the  fpirituous 
waters  with  it ;  and  near  the  crifis, 
the  fpirituous  cordials,  aromaticks, 
foetid  gums,  volatile  falts,  and  b lif¬ 
ters  more  freely. 

III.  All  difcharges  which  come 
fpontaneoufly,  except  vomiting,  are 
in  the  firft  fort  to  be  entirely  neg¬ 
lected  ;  tho’  they  feem  violent,  their 
violence  will  foon  abate,  as  the  hur¬ 
ry  is  appeas’d ;  but  in  the  latter  fort 
to  be  moderated  with  care. 

IV.  All  the  fymptoms,  which 
diredl  fo  plainly  what  to  do,  are  to 
be  moderated  by  the  known  rules ; 
io  the  pthi deal  may  be  aflifted  with 
pectorals,  the  hyfterick  with  foe¬ 
tid 
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tid  cordials,  the  peripneumonick 
with  nitre,  oil,  <&c.  keeping  always 
to  the  general  method  ;  and,  as 
the  cafe  may  fliift  from  the  latter 
to  the  former  fort  defcrib’d,  the 
method  is  to  be  chang’d  likewife. 

V.  If  the  fever  inclines  to  inter¬ 
mit,  or  but  only  remit,  this  cool¬ 
ing  method  brings  it  to  do  fo  more 
regularly,  but  the  hot  method 
keeps  it  continual ;  in  fuch  cafes  be 
more  free  to  ufe  evacuation  by  civ¬ 
ile  rs,  catharticks,  bleeding,  or  e- 
me ticks,  and  the  diftemper  will 
either  be  difcharg’d  by  thofe,  or 
regularly  intermit,  and  be  cur’d 
with  the  cortex. 

VI.  When  the  time  of  the  cribs 
is  paft,  and  is  imperfebk,  or  the 
figns  of  reparation  but  hardly  ap¬ 
pear,  let  a  medicine  be  given  which 
will  force  fome  difcharge,  and  let 
that  be  fuch  as  fits  the  prefen t  cir- 

cum- 
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cumftances  ;  lb  nitrum  tart  arum 
vitriol,  and  all  the  cooling  purga¬ 
tives  fuit  the  former  ftrong  fever; 
and  calomel,  cinahar.  antimonii 
tincl.  facra  {dig a)  the  latter 
low  fever. 


II.  On  DISTEMPERS. 

I-^”I  THE  final] -pox  is  a  conti- 
1  nu’d  fever,  but  being  of 
that  iort  in  which  nature  has  de¬ 
termin’d  her  manner  of  deliverance, 
viz.  by  the  eruptions  fuppurating, 
file  mult  be  allow’d  to  proceed  to 
her  fourteen  days  cribs;  excepting 
this,  the  fame  regulations  are  pro¬ 
per  in  the  courle  of  the  diftemper, 
as  in  common  putrid  fevers*  to 
beep  the  body  in  due  temper,  and 
prevent  the  bad  confequences  of 
too  violent  an  inflammation,  and 
the  known  expeblorators,  gargles, 

&c. 
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&c-  to  be  us’d  at  difcretion  ;  for 
which  fervice  the  bezoar.  mine¬ 
ral  excels.  And  if  this  diftem- 
per,  is  complicated  with  much 
the  like  variety  of  fymptoms, 
which  are  degrees  of  other  diftem- 
peiSj  in  inch  a  manner  as  common 
levers  are,  which  I  conceive  to  hap¬ 
pen  very  often,  no  doubt,  but  the 
like  ti eatment  and  variations  are 
leafonable;  but,  as  I  confine  myfelf 
to  facts  and  not  realbning,  I  can¬ 
not  give  any  great  things  done  in 
this  difficult  diftemper. 

If  The  meafles  are  a  continu'd 
fever,  but  being  an  eruptive  one, 
and,  they  not  coming  to  fuppurati- 
on,  I  never  durft  try  much  of  the 
coolers  here  ;  the  little  1  have  ad¬ 
vent  ur  d  on  has  been  ferviceable. 

HI.  The  plague  is  the  higheft 
continu’d  fever,  and  has  eruptions 
which  fuppurate  not,  and  tumors 

which 
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which  do  ;  and  is  attended  with 
fuch  violent  inflammation*  that  I 
fliould  think  no  other  method  could 
be  ferviceable,  but  a  conjunction  of 
the  cooling  acids  and  heating  aro- 
maticks  ;  and  here  perhaps  bleed¬ 
ing  may  be  proper  :  however,  as 
nature  has  determin’d  her  manner 
of  difcharge,  a  hidden  crilis  nuift 
not  be  expected. 

IV.  Other  fevers  have  their  de¬ 
nominations  from  the  fymptoms 
which  concern  molt,  as  the  pleuri- 
fyjfrom  the  pleura  being  inflam’d  ; 
peripneumony,  from  the  lungs ;  eri- 
lipelas,  from  its  fpreading  on  the 
skin :  thefe  have  all  determin’d 
manners  of  difcharges,  and  fo  mult 
be  attended  on  to  the  ufual  time ; 
but  are  excellently  moderated  and 
hept  fafe  by  our  method,  the  pro¬ 
per  fpecifkks  being  us’d  to  each  ; 
as  to  the  pleurify  nitre,  to  the 
lungs  oil,  and  to  the  skin  ungu¬ 
ents,  &c.  It 
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It  is  worth  obferving,  that,  in 
in  thefe  cafes,  and  in  the  final] -pox, 

there  may  be  a  different  treatment 
ufed,  to  that  in  putrid  common  fe¬ 
vers,  l  mean  that  neutral  falts,  and 
mixture  of  acid  and  alkalies  toge¬ 
ther  are  here  fuccefsful,  and  the 
reafon  is  obvious;  for  when  a  tu¬ 
mour  or  abfcefs  is  formed,  coolers, 
and  even  relaxers,  cannot  dejeft 
the  circulation  over  much,  becaufe 
of  the  local  fund  which  will  conti¬ 
nually  fupport  it.  Coolers  there¬ 
fore  are  raoft  likely  to  lead  the 
habit  to  an  orderly  fuppu ration 
anddifcharge  of  the  collected  mat¬ 
ter  ;  and  fo  in  the  plague  itfelf, 
mu  ft  undoubtedly  be  of  the  great- 
eft  confequence. 

V.  Symptomatick  fevers  are  ab- 
folutely  taken  off  by  our  method, 
and,  tho’  I  conceive  every  fever  to 
be  only  the  fymptom  of  obftrudki- 
ons,  I  mean  here  fuch  as  have  an 

I  original 
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original  difeafe,  as  mortification, 
great  falls,  bruifes,  &c.  and  in 
fuch  cafes  the  diforder  mu  ft  be  re¬ 
gulated,  or  it  can’t  be  expebted  the 
patient  lhould  recover. 

VI.  Fevers  which  happen  when 
women  are  with-child,  and  in  their 
lying-in,  are  cur’d  as  fafe  as  the  o- 
thers  with  our  method,  the  known 
fpecificks  in  the  latter  cafe  being 
us’d  along  with  it,  as  Cafe  ix.  and 
Pref.  p.  9. 

VII.  The  cholera  morhus  is  a 

continual  fever,  which  difcharges 
itfelf  by  Vomit  and  ftool,  and  fo  is 
often  a  dyfenteria  ;  in  the  former 
our  method  is  abfolutely  to  be  ob- 
ferv’d,  for,  as  1  apprehend,  the 
cholera  morhus  to  differ  from  other 
fevers  no  otherways,  but  as  the  con- 
ftitution  takes  a  turn  to  eafe  itfelf 
by  the  bowels,  and  that  caufes  all 
the  contents  of  thofe  innumerable 

canals 
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canals  to  become  acrid,  and  erode 
the  natural  mucus  from  off  the 
bowels ;  fo  that  their  periftaltick 
motion  is  confus  d  by  the  inflamma¬ 
tion  ;  therefore  all  the  heaters  or 
ftimulators  mult  confequently  in- 
creafe  the  d  Border,  and  endanger* 
mortification,  fo  muft  aftringents; 
but  our  cooling  contrading  acids 
abate  both  caule  and  effed,  and  in¬ 
cline  the  habit  to  the  other  dil- 
charges,  fo  with  the  lubricating 
apozems,  emulfions  and  linduss,  gi¬ 
ven  to  fupply  the  deftroy’d  flippery 
lining  of  the  inteltines,  we  have  a 
fpeedy  cure.  But  if  any  fpecifick 
is  yet  known  for  the  fymptoms  of 
this  diftemper,  I  think  it  is  the  fa! 
abfmt h.  and  fuccus  Union,  the  e- 
mollient  clyfters  alio  are  abfolutely 
neceflary,  but  all  reftringents  of 
bad  conlequence. 

VIII.  Hedick  fevers  may  be  rec¬ 
koned  among  the  continual  ones,  and 

I  %  they

they  have  the  fame  diftinCtion  of 
nervous  and  inflammatory,and  to  be 
treated  accordingly  ;  fo  when  the 
heCtick  proceeds  from  inflam’d  tu¬ 
mours  in  the  lungs,  liver,  mefen- 
tery,  or  any  other  part,  for  fuch 
often  happen  in  every  part  with¬ 
out  exception,  or,  if  from  a  gene¬ 
ral  inflammation  of  the  blood, 
when  no  particular  part  is  more 
diforder’d  than  other  ;  then  the 
fpirituous  febrifuge  is  a  fovereign 
remedy, or  the  fame  tinCtur’d  with 
the  aromaticks,  if  there  is  any  ten¬ 
dency  towards  dejections  ;  obferv- 
ing  to  ufe  it  to  cool  and  corrobo¬ 
rate,  joining  peCtorals,  anodynes, 
ftomachicks,  <&c.  with  it,  as  the 
fymptoms  direCt  ;  if  the  he&ick 
has  any  confiderable  conftipation 
of  lungs,  kidneys,  bowels,  <&c. 
nitre  and  its  preparations  relieve 
them  ;  but,  if  it  is  a  nervous 
heCtick,  the  tinffura  fehrif.  mult 
be  given  to  cool,  but  the  warm¬ 
ing 
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ing  gums,  balfams,  or  aromatick 
pedorals  joined,  according  as  the 
fymptoms  indicate,  allowing  wine, 
meat,  and  other  cordials  to  fup- 
port  fpirits,  and,  if  attended  with 
great  relaxation,  the  bark  is  here 
a  fpecifick  *  however,  as  this  fever 
has  not  (in  my  way  of  thinking) 
a  real  fermentation  with  it,  fo  nei¬ 
ther  does  it  tend  to  a  defpmnation, 
(nor  the  tumours  often  to  fuppu- 
ration  and  difcharging  themfelves) 
and  therefore  we  can  exped  no 
crifis,  and,  per  conjequens y  it  would 
be  dangerous  to  damp  it  down 
fuddeniy.  I  take  the  difficulty  of 
the  cafe  to  confift  in  making  a 
right  judgment,  how  much  to  a- 
bate  the  heat  in  the  inflamed,  fb 
as  not  to  enervate  the  patient, 
and  then  to  relieve  the  other 
fymptoms  by  the  known  methods; 
and,  in  the  nervous,  how  much 
to  raife  the  impetus  of  the  blood, 
fo  as  to  let  the  inflammation  (how¬ 
ever) 
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ever)  in  its  natural  time  go  off, 
which  muft  happen,  according  as 
the  caufe  of  that  inflammation 
fliall  be  of  ftich  a  nature  as  to  go 
off  fpeedily,  as  a  general  inflam¬ 
mation  would  do,  or  more  (lowly, 
as  when  there  are  tumours  which 
tend  to  fuppuration. 

Our  febrifuge,  in  either  of  thefe 
cafes,  has  its  excellence,  in  that  it 
cools  without  doing  that  injury  to 
the  ftomach  and  nerves,  which  o- 
ther  coolers  do  in  general ;  and, 
as  a  heflick  would,  generally  fpeak- 
ing,  be  a  long  while  before  it 
could  be  eradicated,  if  it  was  to 
be  battled  in  the  manner  as  it 
firfl  arofe,  firft  by  the  remote, 
then  the  proximate  caufe,  then  by 
the  primary,  and  afterwards  the 
fecund  ary  effedls  :  Therefore,  I 
conceive  it  highly  neceflary  to  life 
our  coolers,  that  nature  may  be 
fo  far  fet  at  leifure  to  join  the  phy- 

ficians 
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lie i tins  aid,  in  maltering  the  other 
fymptoms  in  the  inflammatory  fort 
at  leaft,  I  think  it  abfolutely  fo. 

IX.  In  child-bed  fevers,  and 
childi  en  s  fevers,  there  may  appear 

to  be  great  exceptions  again#  the 
acid  method. 

„  In  rthte  former,  the  milk  is 
luppofed  to  turn  four,  and  be 
the  caufe  of  the  fever  ;  although 
I  cion  t  believe  this,  yet,  in  an- 
Ivei  to  it,  I  have  known  feveral 
by  drinking  much  four  punch’ 
who  have  fallen  into  fevers,  and 
been  cuied  equally  as  fife  with 
our  four  method,  as  when  the  fe¬ 
ver  has  been  can  led  by  takin°' 
cold,  or  by  other  accidents  ;  fo 
again  it  is  very  common  to’ get 
fevers,  by  drinking  cold  water, 
when  very  much  heated,  in  fom- 
mer  time.  Thefe  alfo  have  been 
as  regularly  cured  by  the  acidu¬ 
lated 
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lated  water  as  others,  obferving  to 
fquare  the  method  to  the  fymp- 
toms  as  has  been  often  repeated, 
and  then  there  will  be  no  error,  be 
the  caufe  of  the  fever  what  it  will. 
Thus  child-bed  fevers  generally 
have  the  fymptomsof  the  low  kind, 
and  mu  ft  therefore  be  treated  as 
fuch;  but  the  cold  water  fevers  ge¬ 
nerally  inflammatory,  becaufe  they 
are  the  ftrong  and  robuft,  who  are 
fo  violent  in  their  appetites,  and 
therefore  mull  be  treated  as  fuch. 
The  milk  turning  four  in  their 
breafts  may  be  regulated  by  pro¬ 
per  topicks,  and  the  fever  being 
orderly  bridled,  the  breafts  foon 
yield  to  emollients  and  gentle 
frictions.  Te ft  ace  a  can  do  no  more 
good  here,  than  in  fevers  in  com¬ 
mon  ;  they  cannot  go  into  the 
breafts  to  change  the  milk  if  it 
vvas  there  lour’d,  nor  do  they  af¬ 
fect  the  fever  by  changing  the 
fournefs  of  the  firft  paftages.  I 

fear 
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fear,  therefore,  that  feme  learned 
men,  who  obferved  thefe  four 
complaints  in  the  women  and  chil¬ 
dren,  have  conceived  in  their 
heads  greater  relief  from  the  tef- 
taceous  powders,  than  ever  will  be 
found  by  experience. 

As  for  children’s  fevers  they  are 
moftly  irregular,  and  the  patients 
not  under  circumftances  to  be  trea¬ 
ted  other  ways,  but  when  they  are 
advanced  above  4  years  of  age  I  af- 
fure  the  reader,that  the  methodpre- 
ferib’d  has  the  fame  effedl  011  them-as 
it  has  on  the  adult.  They  have  ma¬ 
ny  flight  feverilh  complaints  which 
proceed  from  indigeftion,and  thence 
comes  the  fournels  of  the  fir  ft  paf- 
fages.  This  hath  probably  brought 
the  teftaceous  powders  into  ufe, 
both  in  young  and  old.  They  take 
away  that  effedt  very  naturally, 
but  what  is  this  to  the  fever,  or 
even  to  digeftion  itfelf?  When  the 

K  ftomach 
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ftomach  and  bowels  are  changed 
fo  neutral,  that  the  teftaceous  pow¬ 
ders  come  through  alkalious,  the 
weak  digeftions,  which  caufed  the 
fharpnefs,  is  none  or  but  little  bet¬ 
ter’d  from  the  t  eft  ace  a  ;  and,  in  fe¬ 
vers,  fuch  dry  abforbents  can  do 
no  more  good,  than  deliver  the 
primes  vice  from  the  acrimony  al¬ 
ready  mentioned  ;  but  they  mult 
needs  do  iome  hurt  in  hindring 
the  diluting  of  the  blood.  As 
therefore  the  fevers  of  infants  can¬ 
not  be  allow’d  to  be  regular  e- 
nough  to  bear  the  denomination 
of  acute  fevers,  I  think,  they 
may  be  ranged  under  the  chro¬ 
nical  diforders,  and  fo  are  not 
properly  fubjebts  of  our  theme. 
I  have  obferved  fevers  in  chil¬ 
dren,  under  two  years  old,  which 
feern’d  acute,  but  by  cleanfing 
the  ftomach  with  rhubarb,  and 
giving  the  pulv.  ad  gut  tat.  or 

de 
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de  guttet.  River  it,  according  as 
the  ftrength  could  bear  '  the 
mild  or  ftronger  aromaticks,  they 
have  fpeedily  recover’d  ;  if  I  was 
well  allur’d,  the  feverifhnefs  was 
only  accidental,  1  have  mixt  the 
teftacea,  or  when  inclining  to  a 
diarrhea  :  fo  have  their  fevers 
gone  off  as  chronical  diforders; 
but  if  with  fuch  regimen  the 
fever  plainly  appear’d  inflammato¬ 
ry,  l  have  proportion’d  our  acid 
regimen  as  near  as  I  could  and 
with  fuccefs. 

X.  The  rheumatifm  is  a  continual 
fever,  and  although  it  be  a  local 
one,  the  inflammatory  fort  in¬ 
volves  the  whole  habit  into  the 
like  diforder :  our  febrifuge  an¬ 
swers  in  this  fort  as  effectually  as 
in  any  other  fever,  and  brings  that 
other  wife  flow  and  tedious  diftem- 

per  to  a  fhort  period,  as  in  cafe  xir, 
and  xni,

and  other  means. 


I.  jOLeeding  is  of  very  little  fervice 
with  us  in  fevers  of  every  fort, 
(except  the  plague,  which  1  have 
not  feen)  the  t urgency  of  the 
blood  being  more  fafeiy  abated 
with  acids ;  the  pleuritick  is  that 
which  it  is  moftly  us’d  in,  and  the 
end  is  better  and  more  fafeiy  an- 
fwer’d  with  nitre,  our  acids,  t&c. 

But  as  there  is  not  the  fame  dan¬ 
ger  of  exhaufting  the  fpirits  with 
the  blood,  in  this  cafe,  as  in  a 
Ample  fever,  becaufe  the  inflam’d 
membrane  will  maintain  the  cir¬ 
culation  rapid  enough,  and  the 
like  in  peripneumonies  and  em¬ 
pyema’s  ;  fo  it  proves  generally 
fafe  practice,  and  always  relieves  : 

but 
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but  again., as  it  alinoft  never  cures, 
and  very  often  deftroys,  I  believe, 
I  may  fafely  divide  the  matter 
thus.  Bleeding  relieves  the  pleu- 
ritick  in  every  degree  of  the  dif- 
temper,  till  the  hour  of  death, 
but  then  he  dies  before  the  hour 
is  out ;  it  may,  therefore,  be  ne- 
ceflary  to  give  fuch  relief  when 
the  cale  is  very  urgent,  and 
maintain  it  with  our  acid,  and  the 
common  fpecificks. ' 

II.  Bli/lers  are  of  no  fervice  in 
the  former  high  and  full  pulfe  fe¬ 
vers,  nay,  rather  hurtful ;  but 
when  the  circulation  is  languid, 
and  the  fpirits  low,  as  in  the  fe- 
cond  fort,  they  are  of  good  ufe, 
more  particularly  when  a  crifis  is 
to  be  expected. 

III.  Clyjlers,  which  are  opening, 
help  the  higher  fevers,  but  are 
to  be  cautioufly  us’d  in  the  lower : 

but 
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but  fuch  as  ours,  at  p.  23.  to  re¬ 
ft  rain  a  diarrhea,  are  of  great  ufe 
in  the  low  fevers. 

IV.  Water  refrigerates  and  di¬ 
lutes,  and,  by  confequence,  if  ta¬ 
ken  in  quantity,  relaxes  the  fibres 
contracted  by  heat,  whence  the  con- 
ftitution  is  let  at  liberty,  to  throw 
off  by  all  the  em  undories,  except 
ftool,  which,  for  want  of  a  proper 
ftimulus,  it  cannot  reach  :  thus,  in 
the  Itrong  fevers  it  is  a  general  fe¬ 
brifuge,  but  in  the  low  and  weak 
fort  it  mult  not  be  us’d  without 
the  warming  aromaticks,  or  o- 
ther  medicines  which  increafe  the 
impetus  of  the  blood,  becaufe  it 
has  no  quality  in  itfelf,  to  help 
fuch  to  bear  the  relaxation  and 
fweats,  which  it  naturally  produces. 
In  the  ThiloJ.  Tranf.  vol.  6.  p.  ii, 
iii,  and  iv.  p.  147.  Dr.  Nich.  Cy- 
rillus  fpeaks  very  highly  of  its  ufe; 

but. 
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but,  I  think,  he  wants  the  precau¬ 
tions  I  have  here  let  down. 

I 

V.  Molds  in  general  cool  power¬ 
fully,  and  have  moitly  an  agreeable 
contraction  with  them,  especially 
the  mineral  fort;  but, us’d  in  their 
phlegmatick  Hate,  they  damp  the 
firft  paflages  too  much,  and  the 
blood  itfelf  too  little ;  fo  the  fucc. 
limon.  acetum.  fpir.  vitrioli,  'falls, 
&c.  cool  fufficiently,  but  not  fo 
fafely  as  fpir.  vitrioli  dulcis ,  or  fa¬ 
lls  dulcis ;  for,  when  join’d  with  a 
warm  vegetable  fulphur,  they  are 
not  only  rectify’d  and  freed  of  a 
grof  earthinefs,  but  alfo  fubtiliz’d 
and  made  more  volatile,  fo  as  to 
pals  ail  the  digeltions,  and  yet  re¬ 
tain  then  cooling  and  reftringent 
nature.  When  I  confider  of  what 
moment  medicines  endued  with 
fuch  qualities  are  of  in  fevers,  I  am 
fupriz’d,  that  neither  the  fine  Rea- 
don ci ,  not  gieat  Practitioner,  (ex¬ 
cept 
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cept  Dr.  Boerhaave, with  whom  the 
fp.  nitr.  dulc.  &c.  is  a  favourite 
medicine  in  inflammatory  cafes) 
have  hitherto  brought  ’em  into 
their  proper  life  :  nay,  altho’  the 
theory  of  fome  of  the  mo  ft  cele¬ 
brated  Phyficians  is  built  upon 
that  bafis,  they  have  not  hitherto 
brought  the  volatile  acids  into 
their  deferv’d  efteem,  nor  us’d 
them  any  wit  near  a  proportion  to 
their  juft  demerits. 

VI.  Bezoar.  mineral,  refrigerates 
confiderably,  and  fo  abates  the  ve¬ 
locity  of  the  blood,  but  does  give 
its  mineral  Lifting  warmth  to  the 
fibres,  and  fo  increafes  its  impetus; 
it  promotes  the  fecretions  by  all 
the  emunclories  beyond  all  other 
officinals,  and  that  fo  quietly  and 
infenfibly  as  it  were,  and  yet  cer¬ 
tainly,  that  it  deferves  the  greateft 
notice ;  that  which  has  the  fpirit 
of  nitre  left  with  it,  and  only  dul- 

cify’d 
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cify'd  with  fpir.  vini,  is  the  pro- 
pereft  in  the  fir  ft  fort  of  fevers  de- 
fcrib’d ;  and  that  which  has  the 
acids  all  calcin’d  out  of  if,  in  the 
latter  fort:  and  let  no  one  fuppole 
the  butter  of  antimony,  which  is  fo 
intenfely  calcin’d  in  this  prepara¬ 
tion,  a  meer  calx,  void  of  its  mine¬ 
ral  nature;  let  fuch  detonate  fome 
of  it  with  nitre  and  charcoal,  and 
it  will  Ihew  them,  that  the  great- 
eft  part  ol  it  is  regulus  of  anti¬ 
mony.  The  fineft  fubiect  for  the 
phylician  in  rerum  natura :  and 
this  every  one  will  find  who 
ufes  it,  and  is  duly  obferving ;  for 
it  certainly  promotes  fweat,  lcofens 
the  belly,  provokes  the  falival 
glands,  like  to  a  falivation,  only  the 
fpittle  is  here  ropey  and  tough,  in 
the  other  liquid  ;  the  rough  dry 
tongue  will  begin  to  be  deterged,  nd 
grow  florid  in  1 1  hours  time  ;  the 
vehement  thirft  is  by  this  fpeed  i- 
ly  abated,  and  by  the  heat  and 

L  ft  i  mu- 
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ftimulating  nature  of  the  antimo- 
nial  fulphur,  the  fibres  and  glands 
are  put  upon  univerfal  difcharges  ; 
infomuch,  that  I  have  often  ob- 
ferved  that  patients,  recovering 
upon  the  ule  of  this  bezoar.  have 
renewed  the  cuticle  all  over  their 
bodies.  This  invited  me  to  try  it 
in  the  leprofy  itfelf,  which  I  did 
with  great  fuccefs;  and  all  that  l  have 
faid  of  it,  is  lb  quietly  and  gently 
done,  that  altho’  I  forefee  there  will 
but  very  few  give  it  fufficient  trial, 
to  prove  the  veracity  of  what  I  re¬ 
late,  yet,  I  cannot  be  juft  to  fo 
noble  a  medicine,  unlefs  I  tell  what 
I  molt  certainly  know  are  its  real 
virtues. 

VII.  The  tinffura  febrifuga  re¬ 
frigerates  rnoft  powerfully,  and  the 
quantity  of  cooling  liquor,  it  is  gi¬ 
ven  in,  finks  or  lowers  the  pulle  ; 
but,  being  made  of  two  of  the 
warmer,  and  one  of  the  contrad-

ing  fort  of  acids  ;  and  they  fo  de¬ 
purated  from  their  faeces,  and 
made  1110ft  volatile  and  penetrating 
with  the  fubtile  vegetable  fulphur, 
it  never  damages  the  ftomach,  as 
fix:  acids  and  water  would  do;  but 
is  at  once  molt  gratefully  cooling, 
fubtilly  penetrating,  and  gently 
con  tracting ;  worthy  of  the  higheft 
notice  in  fevers:  that  which  is  tinc- 
tur  d  with  aromaticks,  is  fuitable 
to  the  low  weak  fort  of  fevers,  and 
that  which  is  without  ’em,  to  the 
ftrong  high  fort. 

I  ftudy  brevity,  and  avoid  prolix 
arguments.  I  rather  chufe  to  give 
a  hiftory  of  what  I  know  medi¬ 
cines  will  do;  but,  as  I  am  prompt¬ 
ed  to  enlarge  on  this  febrifuge,  I 
then  fay,  the  ol.  vitrioli,  falls,  nitre, 
fulphuris ,  or  aluminis ,  which  are 
the  common  mineral  acids,  are  too 
heavy  and  flat  in  their  natural 
ftate,  too  una&ive  to  go  through 
the  firft  paflages  into  the  blood, 

L  2  and 
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and  there  alter  fpeedily  its  ftate, 
and  the  texture  of  the  fibres;  they 
are  all  of  them  cooling  enough  to 
feparate  its  mixture,  which  I  take 
to  be  the  caufe  of  the  rapid  circu¬ 
lation,  and  to  cool  the  fibres  fuf- 
ficiently,  to  take  away  the  e  ft  eft  of 
it,  and  aftringent  enough  are  the 
‘vitriol  and  alum  to  recover  their 
tenfity ;  but  the  reafon  why  they 
do  not  relieve  lb  readily,  as  the 
febrifuge,  I  take  to  con  lift  in  their 
(luggilhnefs  and  gravity  :  if  they 
were  volatilized  with  fp.vini ,  then 
called  dulci,  as  fp.  vitrioli  dulcis , 
they  would  be  vaftly  preferable  ; 
and  fome  of  the  molt  eminent 
phyficians  have  much  ufed  thefe, 
and  recommended  them  ;  but  Itill 
I  don't  find,  that  any  of  them  come 
up  to  this  mixture  of  the  febrifuge, 
nor  have  I  ever  feen  a  full  and  libe¬ 
ral  life  of  any  of  them,  in  the  prac¬ 
tice  of  any  of  our  London  phyficians. 
The  famous  Dr.  Sydenham  ufed  the 

crude 
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crude  fp.  vitrioli ,  the  crude  fucc. 
limon.  &  acetum,  and  pretty  free¬ 
ly  too  ;  but  thefe  would  not  do 
what  we  here  pretend  to;  they  fo 
far  cooled  and  corroborated,  as  to 
make  tne  method  the  fafer,  but 
would  not  cure  much  fooner  than 
ordinary, and, without  due  caution, 
would  damp  the  fir  ft  digeftion  too 
much,  and  b  1  mg  terrible  fymp- 
toms.  It  then  any  have  ufed  the 
volatilized  acids  quite  freely,  to  be 
competent  judges  what  they  will 
do  m  levcis,  they  have  ill  deferv- 
ed  of  the  publick,  if  they  knew 
them  to  be  as  fpeedy,  and  as  cer¬ 
tain  a  cure,  as  1  do  my  febrifuge, 
and  yet  have  laid  nothing  on  it. 
Suppofing,  however,  that  the  vo¬ 
latile  acids  are,  feparately,  very 
excellent  in  fevers,  they  are  verv 
different  in  nature,  and  require  a 
good  judge  to  diftinguifh  when  to 
adminifter  one,  and  when  the  o- 
ther ;  for  inftance.

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01.  feu  fp.  vitrioli  dulcis ,  is  cool¬ 
ing  and  contracting. 

Sp.  jabs  didc.  is  cooling  more 
moderately,  and  not  contract¬ 
ing,  but  poinant  and  Itimu- 
lating. 

Sp.  nitri  dulc.  is  rather  more 
cooling,  becaufe  not  ib  poi¬ 
nant,  but  fearching,  relaxing, 
and  attenuating. 

Sp.  fulphur,  dulc.  is  moderately 
cooling,  but  neither  pungent, 
aftringent,  ftimulating,  atte¬ 
nuating,  nor  relaxing,  but 
unctuous  in  fome  degree,  and 
therefore  the  molt  hmple  of. 
all  mineral  acids. 

Thele  may  be  ufed  in  chronical 
diford ers  to  the  purpofes  I  here 
mention,  but  no  one  of  them  feem 
to  me  adapted  to  the  cure  of  fe¬ 
vers,  the  vitriol  comes  the  near- 
elt,  the  fait  next,  and  then  the 

ful- 
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.Pulp fiur ;  cooling  and  contraftin® 
are  the  two  grand  qualities,  I  fu£ 
pofe  tne  febrifuge  gives  fo  much 
lefief  by  ;  but  thefe,  I  conceive 
are  not  f°  perfect  when  limply  fo 
as  in  fp.  vitrioli  dulc.  as  thev  are 
when  complicated  with  the  ftimu- 
latingyiature  of  the  fait,  and  the 
modnying  quality  of  the  fulphur. 
Hit  iuiphur  wont  corrode  a  linnen 
r(lg,  as  ah  the  other  mineral  acids 
do,  and  this  foftnefs  of  the  fulphur 
ieems  to  me  proper  to  invelope 
the  other,  which  are  f0  eroding 
vet  this  is  not  all,  for,  in  the  mix- 
nig  of  theie  three,  there  is  a  great 

eftervefcence, which  ratifies  and  fub- 
tiuzes  one  another  fo,  that  I  rec 
bon  we  have  them  all  more  pure 
and  more  active,  by  their  parts  be¬ 
ing  more  finely  divided.  The  oili- 
neis  of  the  fp.  vini  in  dulcifying 
thefe  acid  fpints,  does  what  I  fPeak 
on  in  the  cafe  of  fulphur,  a  dry 
fpirit  being  only  water  fill’d  with 

the 
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the  oilinefs  of  a  vegetable,  till  it  will 
burn  all  away.  Thefe  acids  are,  in 
my  opinion,very  cluinzy  medicines, 
until  they  are  thus  carry’d  up  with 
vegetable  fulphurs,  but,  when  io 
prepar'd,  they  will  do  more  than 
is  vet  credited.

VIII.  The  neutr aline  [alts  all 
cool  very  much,  obtund  and  car¬ 
ry  off  acrid  ferofities,  promote  uni- 
verfal  laxity  and  dejection,  and  Io 
bring  fweat  and  ftools  :  but  they 
do  this  with  feme  fpecifick  diffe¬ 
rence,  as  nitrum  or  Jal prunel.  is 
fo  penetrating,  and  without  any 
contraction,  that  it  holds  its  col¬ 
liquative  principle  till  it  comes  to 
the  very  lungs,  pleura  and  kid¬ 
neys,  therefore  cautioufly  to  be 
meddled  with  in  fnnple  fevers',  and 
when  there  is  bloody  urine  in  the 
confluent  fmall-pox.  Tart,  vitriol. 
cools,  anyM^elaxes  the  bowels,  but 
not  wit-hbut  its  contrary  quality  of 
■j0  con- 
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contraction.  Sal abfinthii  and  fucc. 
limon.  cool,  and,  from  a  fixt  ful- 
phur  yet  left  in  the  wormwood, 
corroborate  a  little,  at  leaft  its  fait 
is  not  fo  penetrating  and  colliqua¬ 
tive,  and  the  add  is  contracting ;  fal 
ammoniac,  fhouid  be  the  leaft' colli¬ 
quative  of  all  the  neutrals,  being  a 
volatile,  animal  fait,  neutralized 
with  the  grateful  acid  of  common 
fait;  but  I  have  not  try’d  it  e- 
nough  to  fay  what  it  does.  Others, 
that  are  of  lefs  note,  may  be  guefs’d 
at  by  thefe.  They  all  lower  the 
pulfe,  quiet  and  caufe  reft.  But 
a  jumble  of  alkalies  and  acids  fixt 
and  volatile  together,  and  mine¬ 
ral,  animal,  and  vegetable,  verv 
fe Ido m  does  well  in  fimple  fevers  * 
at  leaft  no  man  can  tell,  with  any 
certainty,  what  will  be  their  ef¬ 
fect  :  thus  bezoar.  mineral,  and 
fal  corn,  cervi ;  Jpir.  fal.  vo  la  tills 
ok  of  and  aqua  theriacalis,  in  a 

M  pearl’d 
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pearl'd  julep  ;  and  many  other  fuch 
heterogenious  mixtures  I  have  of¬ 
ten  fee n  do  much  hurt. 

IX.  Sal  juccini  is  a  volatile,  acid 
fait,  us’d  1  think  for  its  fingularity’s 
fake,  we  having  no  other  volatile, 
acid  fa  Its  in  the  Ihops ;  it  feems 
pois  d  pretty  equally  with  its  vola¬ 
tile  ftimulator,  and  acid  cooler,  lb 
that  it  leaves  the  pulfe  in  equili- 
brio  ;  but,  if  any  thing,  it  rather 
fomewhat  raifes  the  pulfe  ;  its  vo¬ 
latile  fait  being  very  little  alkali- 
ous,  and  our  manner  of  preparing 
it,  buffering  its  grateful  acid  to 
cryftalize  with  it,  makes  it  become 
a  very  plea  fa  nt  fait  to  the  ffomach 
and  nerves,  but  does  no  wonders 
in  fevers. 

X.  Sal  cornu  fervi  is  a  violent, 
volatile  alkaly,  rarifies  the  blood, 
increafes  thirff,  raifes  the  pulfe  im- 

me- 
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mediately,  and  has  a  vehement  fti- 
mulus,  encreaflng  all  inflammato¬ 
ry  fymptoms. 

XI.  Aromaticks  heat,  quicken 
the  pulfe,  increale  its  force,  caule 
thirft,  <&c.  and  teem  to  have  fcme- 
thing  of  fpecifick  virtue  adapted  to 
particular  parts,  as  wormwood  to 
the  ftomach,  partly  to  the  kidneys, 
faifron  to  the  heart,  lavender  to 
the  head,  &c. 

XII.  Foetid  gums  do  the  fame 
exactly  as  the  oily  aromaticks,  but 
have  acrid  poignant  lalts  conjoin’d, 
and  fo  more  forcibly  raife,  ftimu- 
late,  and  promote  fecretions;  the 
aromatick  oils  are  in  that  degree 
of  force  we  call  lweet,  the  gums  in 
fo  much  greater  degree,  we  fay 
they  ftink.  One  among  the  reft  is 
very  lingular,  and  worthy  obferva- 
tion,  which  is  the  ammoniacmn  ; 

M  x  the 
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the  oil  of  this  gum,  which  is  but' 
little,  is  not  aromatick  but  inodo¬ 
rous,  and  fo  is  not  fo  heating  and 
raritying  as  the  others  are ;  but  it 
lias  the  lame  acrid  laits  :  therefore 
this  gum  may  be  us’d  in  fevers 
with  turgid  blood,  and  in  the  ftrong 
habits,  having  fo  excellent  a  fti- 
3ii ulus  without  the  power  of  rari- 
fadfion.  Of  this  fort  among  plants 
are  the  vifcus  and  dracontium ,  a- 
anong  roots  arum  and  frill# ,  and 
aiioft  of  the  vegetable  emeticks. 

XIII  Spirituous  liquors  of  the 
fulphurous  fort,  as  fpirits  of  wine, 
fuddenly  dry,  heat  and  hurry  the 
blood  and  fpirits,  crifp  the  fibres, 
and  by  confequence  do  prevent  all 
fecretions;  and  foare  to  be  carefully 
us’d,  and  in  none  but  the  low  fe¬ 
vers,  and  then  near  the  crifis  :  but 
the  faline  acid  fpirits,  as  \  reyar, 
is  not  to  be  contemn  d  in  fivers  of 
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the  high  fort.  Right  wine  vine¬ 
gar,  or  cyder  vingar,  or  verjuice, 
when  they  are  diftill’d  and  join’d 
with  the  aromaticks,  would  I  think 
fubftitute  the  defcrib’d  tinaura  fe- 
brif.  pretty  well,  upon  neceflity. 

XlV.  Teftaceous  powders  are 
very  prejudicial  in  a  fever  ;  thefe 
abforb  the  natural  nioifture  of  the 
body,  which  now  principally  wants 
diluting;  they  change  all  acid  juices, 
or  the  ferment  of  the  fiomach, 
into  a  neutral  clogging  vifcidity, 
drying  and  crifping  the  internal 
coat  of  the  oesophagus,  ftomach 
and  inteltines,  in  head  of  wafting 
and  cooling,  to  allay  their  inflam 
mation, and  thin  their  mucus;  and, 
what  is  worft  of  all,  thefe  things 
tend  to  prevent  all  the  natural  dif- 
chaiges  by  fweat,  ltool  or  urine  ; 
io  that  either  in  the  ftrong  or  weak 
conftitutions  they  feem  to  be  ut¬ 
terly 
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terly  improper  in  continual  fevers. 
In  children’s  worm-fever,  <&c,  they 
may  be  ferviceable ;  but  even  there 
lteel  has  about  twelve  times  the 
force :  however,  as  they  abforb 
moifture,  and  change  acidity,  they 
are  wanted  in  moll  chronical  dif- 
tempers  of  children,  and  not  fo  dif¬ 
ferent  from  the  other  products  of 
nature,  but  that  they  have  their 
proper  ufe. 
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CHAP.  VII. 

Some  hi  [lories  of  Cases,  given  for 
the  fake  of  explaining  the  na¬ 
ture  of  fevers,  and  apply  ing  of 
the  febrifuges. 


CASE.  I 


Gentlemans  fervant  in  Chan- 


L\  eery  lane  was  taken  ill,  and 
after  three  days  lent  for  me.  I 
found  him  in  a  high  inflammatory 
fever,  attended  with  molt  of  the 
fymptoms  defcribed  in  the  intro¬ 
duction.  He  had  a  vomit  lent,  and 
the  reft  as  follows.

On  the  morrow  the  fourth  day, 
I  found  him  greatly  relieved,  his 
vomit  working  pretty  briskly,  and 
purging  twice  downwards;  he  took 
his  medicines  duly,  fweated  in  the 
night,  retted  much  more  quietly, 
and  look’d  like  one  awaked  out  of 
fleep.  Having  fo  largely  recover’d 
his  faculties,  I  only  lent  him  three 
more  bolufes  this  day,  one  to  be 
taken  at  four  in  the  afternoon,  one 
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at  night,  and  the  other  in  the 
morning  ;  but  as  he  drank  freely 
of  the  Julep,  he  had  two  bottles 
fent  him  that  day.

On  the  fifth,  I  found  him  al- 
1110ft  free  from  his  fever,  but  his 
head  being  violently  a  hefted  at 
the  fir  If,  and  now  weak  and  giddy, 
his  friends  defir’d  he  might  have 
a  blifter,  which  was  complied  with ; 
but  he  had  only  one  bolus,  and 
one  bottle  of  Julep  fent  him,  for 
his  fever  was  cured. 

On  the  fixth,  all  the  fymptoms 
were  gone,  and  he  was  directed  on¬ 
ly  to  take  the  following  opening 
bolus  with  the  julep.

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Thus  his  fever  was  difcharged, 
by  ftool,  fweat,  and  urine,  and  the 
patient  deliver’d  from  thofe  difinal 
fymptoms,  and  the  hazard  which 
would  have  follow’d.  He  was 
purged  more  ftrongly  the  next  day, 
and  after  two  or  three  days  more 
had  a  third  dole. 

N.  B.  This  new  cafe  is  given  in 
the  room  of  the  firft  cafe,  in  the 
firft  edition,  being  thought  more 
ufeful ;  in  that,  it  (hews  the  molt 
common  fort  of  fever,  and  the  molt 
fuccefsful  method,  and  which  I  ge¬ 
nerally  keep  to.  This  patient  was 
ill  the  latter  end  of  laft  fummer,

A  Strong  labouring  Man,  hav¬ 
ing  been  treated  for  a  con- 
tinud  fever  in  the  ufual  method, 
with  teftaceous  powders,  fpiritu- 
ous  cordials,  <&c.  1  came  to  hum  on 
the  tenth  day,  and  found  him  very 
delirious,  his  tongue  black,  dry 
and  rough,  his  pulle  quick  and  un¬ 
even,  although  pretty  full,  with 
ca tchings  on  the  nerves,  and  dif- 
may’d  countenance.  I  concluded 
th  is  di fmal  appearance  to  be  rather 
fymptoms  rais’d  by  the  regimen 
us’d,  than  the  natural  imbecility  of 
his  conftitution,  or  violence  of  the 
dileafe,  fo  he  had  the  following 
medicines  fent  him.

The  third  day,  when  I  came  to 
her,  (he  was  alfo  delirious,  with  a 
quick,  but  not  ftrong  pulfe,  her 
tongue  white,  face  florid,  dry,  and 
burning,  urine  little,  hot,  and  high 
colour’d.  I  could  not  prevail  with 
her  to  have  any  other  advice,  al¬ 
though  a  Phyfician  then  attended 
one  in  the  family,  nor  to  admit  of 
an  emetick ;  fo  fhe  took  the  fol¬ 
lowing.

On  the  fourth  day  flie  was  bet¬ 
ter,  but  ftill  continu’d  a  little  de¬ 
lirious  ;  and  now  1  found  an  op¬ 
portunity  of  giving  a  vomit  of  tar¬ 
tar.  emetic,  the  bolus  with  the 
julep  was  alfb  continu’d.

She  drank  fo  plentifully  of  the 
Julep,  and  the  tindt.  febr.  in  fmall 
liquids,  that  l  expedted  a  fudden 
crifis ;  and  accordingly  fent  fome 

plailters 
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plaifters  of  cephal.  c,  euphor.  and 
galhan.  a p.  <e.  for  her  feet;  and  di¬ 
rected  her  attendants  to  obferve, 
if  flie  grew  fick  or  faint,  any  thing 
like  a  fit,  that  they  fhould  not  be 
furpriz’d,  but  give  a  little  mull’d 
wine,  or  other  fpirituo'us  cordial  to 
revive  her;  this  I  told  them  might 
happen  that  night,  and  fo  left  ’em. 
But  would  not  forbid  the  ufe  of  the 
cooling  Febrifuges,  till  fbme  figns 
of  the  precipitation  of  the  morbi¬ 
fic  k  matter  appear’d. 

Very  early  in  the  morning  the 
next  day,  which  was  the  fifth  of 
the  eii (temper,  the  crifis  came  on 
fuddeniy,  and  caus’d  a  confidera- 
bie  e.iiorder,  fo  that  the  patient 
fainted.  1  have  found  it  very  com¬ 
mon  to  have  patients  fick  and  fain- 
ty  upon  a  hidden  turn  of  the  fe¬ 
ver  ;  but  this  Gentlewoman,  being 
at  fuch  a  critical  time  of  her  age, 
and,  as  I  remember,  had  wanted 

her 
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her  menfes  two  months,  and  thofe 
were  the  la  ft  appearance  of  ’em  at 
all:  the  morbifick  matter  was  here 
very  conliderable,  and  the  diftur-

bailee  unufually  terrible  ;  in  ftiort 
the  family  were  frighted,  forgot 
my  premonitions,  fent  for  the  next 
Phyfician;  he  order’d  her  to  be  let 
blood,  and  an  excellent  railing  cor¬ 
dial;  the  former  11  le  admitted,  but 
kept  to  her  refolution,  even  now 
her  fenles  return'd,  to  take  nothing 
but  from  me. 

When  I  came,  for  it  was  at 
Greenwich,  and  found  how  all  had 
happen’d,  I  waited  on  the  Phyfici- 
an,  and  told  him  in  what  manner 
I  had  treated  the  patient  before 
he  was  fent  for.  He  vilited  her 
about  ten  a  clock  that  morning, 
and  found  all  the  figns  of  a  fever 
gone  off  The  Phyfician  which  be¬ 
long’d  to  the  family  a  lfo  vilited  her 
about  eleven;  he  could  not  believe 

fhe 
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fhe  had  had  an  inflammatory  fever, 
but  thought  her  in  a  bad  conditi¬ 
on,  and  order’d  her  good  fpiritu- 
ous  cordials,  teftaceous  powders; 
with  bezoar.  and  the  cordial  a~ 
romaticks;  but  fhe  continu’d  moift, 
cool  and  quiet,  flept,  and  all  was 
over  with  that  Hidden  fit.  She 
was  purg’d,  and  took  feme  gentle 
chaly  beats. 


CASE  IV. 


Poor  W  oman, fending  for  me 


Jr\  about  the  twelfth  day  of  her 
lever,  I  found  her  full  of  purple 
fpots  from  head  to  feet,  many  of 
them  as  big  as  large  peas :  it  was  a 
fight  fo  remarkable,  I  took  fome 
men  of  learning  to  fee  her  ;  her 
;pulfe  was  very  quick,  thirit  vio¬ 
lent;  Hie  was  parch’d  and  dry,  and 
made  little  urine ;  and,  befides

thefe 
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thefe  frightful  fymptoms,  (lie  had 
the  day  before  a  violent  haemor¬ 
rhage  betwixt  her  teeth,  which 
could  not  be  flopp’d  by  bole  and 
Roman  vitriol,  which  had  been 
apply’d.  She  had  hitherto  ta¬ 
ken  no  medicine,  nor  much  fufte- 
nance,  through  the  llreightnefs  of 
her  circumftances.  I  fent  her  im¬ 
mediately  a  bottle  of  the  Julep 
without  the  aromaticks,  and  bezo- 
ar.  mineral,  as  ufual ;  the  fame 
night  the  haemorrhage  flopp’d  of 
itfelf,  flie  began  to  fweat,  the  fpots 
changed  greyifh,  and  all  things 
wore  a  better  face.  The  thirteenth 
the  fpots  feem’d  to  have  a  skin  up¬ 
on  them,  and  in  two  or  three  days 
more  wore  away  with  a  Scurf.  She 
was  purg’d,  and  went  to  her  ufual 
bufinefs.

A  Hearty  ftrong  Man,  being 
taken  ill  of’  a  fever,  it  ap¬ 
pear  d  the  fecond  and  third  day 
with  ficknefs,  reaching,  diarrhea,

lieve  herfelh  fo  only  gave  the  fol- 
lowing.

That  evening  his  diarrhea  in- 
creafed,  and,  being  at  a  great  dis¬

trayerva  and  dia fcordium,  with 
a  fpirituous  julep,  and  a  glafs  of 
drops  of  fal  volatil.  and  fpiritus 
lavend.  c. 


On  the  morrow  the  fourth,  when 
I  came  and  law  thefe  things,  I  went 
to  the  Apothecary  (for  the  man 
was  poor)  and  incou rag’d  him  to 
take  care  of  my  patient,  being  a 
man  of  great  worth  otherways : 
but  withal  would  have  hinted  to 
him  my  fenfe,  that  his  fever  was 
going  off  by  ftool,  of  itfelf ;  and 
that,  if  he  was  kept  cool  with 
fuch  medicines  as  I  had  already 
fent  him,  (adding  an  opiate  to 
moderate  the  diarrhea )  I  hop’d 
he  could  hardly  mils  doing  well. 
But  he  was  too  old  to  learn  of  a 
youth,  fo  he  continu’d  his  hot 
cordials,  with  blifters,  clyfters. 
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reftringent  mixtures,  <&c.  to  the 
fixteenth  day,  very  wifely  and 
pompoufly  flaying  thofe  enemies 
his  method  had  rais'd,  till  the 
poor  patient  had  very  nearly  e- 
fcap’d  being  the  grand  vidim  him- 
felf.

fent  him  only  two  bolufes  of  fal 
abfinthii  and  rhubarb,  and  he  re¬ 
cover’d  apace.

rate  medicines  ;  his  fmall-pox  came 
out  we  lb  and  fuppurated,  beyond 
expedation.

CASE 
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CASE  XIII. 

A  Gentleman  had  a  gouty 
rheumatifm,  that  fwelld  his 
toes,  knees  and  hands,  and  was  at¬ 
tended  with  a  considerable  fever ; 
he  bore  it  patiently  for  about  twen¬ 
ty  days,  and  would  not  have  a 
Phyfician  ;  during  which  time  his 
pains  often  fhifted  from  one  part 
to  another,  and  fometimes  lixt  in 
his  neck  and  Ihoulder.  He  did  not 
hope  to  get  rid  of  it  till  forty  days 
were  over,  becaufe  it  once  had  hap¬ 
pen’d  fo  to  him  before  :  when  I 
fir  It  faw  this  patient,  and  perceiv¬ 
ed  this  was  not  a  true  gout,  and 
having  once  before  cur’d  this  Gen¬ 
tleman  of  a  continu’d  fever,  I  ad¬ 
vis’d  him  to  try  again  the  cooling 
Julep,  and  bolufes,  which  were  on- 
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ly  bezoar.  mineral,  he  did  fo,  and 
his  pains  and  fwelling  went  off  in 
forty- eight  hours,  with fweats,  <&c. 

I  have  been  the  longer  in  this 
Hiftory  of  Cases,  to  make  the 
method  prefcrib’d  the  more  intelli¬ 
gible  ;  and  I  rather  chofe  to  do  fo, 
and  omit  philolophifing  on  the 
Theory,  becaufe  that  is  already  fo 
well  done  by  others. 
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
